LONDON, May 6—Turkey has sent a 
Strong note to Bulgaria as an outgrowth 
of the outrages at Salonika, says the 
Sofia correspondent of-The Times. Tur- 
key draws attention to the alleged im- 
portation of explosives from Bulgaria 
and te the incursion of Bulgarian bands 
into Macedonia, 

The ‘Bulgarian Government has taken 
ex-reption to the strong language of i.e 
document, and the Ottoman Commission- 
er has ‘referred the exception to Constan- 
tinop!e for instructions. Meanwhile the 
note has not been accepted formally. 

The Constantinople correspondent of 
The Times says that the British, French, 
end italian Embassies have verbally in- 
formed tthe Porte that indemnities will 
be claimed fer damages sustained by 
their subjects in the Salonika outrages. 

Private telegrams from Turkish 
sources describe the situation in Albania 
28 greatly improved, says the corre- 
spondent of The Times at Vienna. They

According to the latest returns the

MARINE ENGINEERS PUNISHED. 


Licenses of Strikers at St. Louis Re- 
voked by Logal Board of Steam- 
boat Inspectors.

thirty striking marine engineers were 
voked to-day by the local Board of Steam- 
boat Inspectors. It was ruled that a similar 
penalty shall be imposed upon all engineers, 
pilots, or other licensed employes of steam- 
boats who go on strike. 

The Marine Engineers’ 
determined to make a strong fight against 
the ruling. If the matter cannot be adjust- 
ed through the officials at Washington 
probably will be carried into the courts. 
The American Federation of Labor, 
which the association is affiliated, 
also be asked for assistance. 

The decision of the Inspectors, it is con- 
tended, is founded on the same grounds 
upon which the Wabash temporary injunc- 
tion was granted, it having been charged 
that the trainmen and firemen, by conspir- 
_ ing to strike, threatened to interfere with 
the inter-State commerce traffic. 

By the decision licensed men on 
steamers cannot strike in sympathy with 
other organizations affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor. The de- 
cision further declares that persons hold- 
ing licenses from the Government cannot 
remain idie without a good excuse 
retain their licenses.

Killing Miss Agatha Reichlin. 


Brothers of the Girl Swear at Coroner’s 
Inquest That They Believe Him 
Innocent of the Crime. 


ELYRIA, Ohio, May 5.—At the end of an 
investigation into the cause of the death 


of Agatha Reichlin, who was murdered | home in New York, and the common 


last Thursday night, Coroner French of 
this county this evening gave as his con- 
clusion the verdict ‘‘That Agatha Reich- 
lin came to her death from wounds inflict- 
ed by a stone in the hands of a person un- 
known.” The conclusion reached by the 
Coroner resulted in the freeing of Fatber 
Walser from confinement later in the even- 
ing. 

The witnesses examined to-day included 
policemen who had been called to the 
Reichlin home at 1:30 o'clock Friday morn- 
ing and Casimir Reichlin, a brother of the 
murdered girl. The Rey. Charles Reichiin, 
another ‘brother, also testified. The con- 
sensus of the testimony of the witnesses 
to-day was favorable to Father Walser’s 
claim of innocence and in support of the 
theory that a burglar or some other desper- 
ate man had’ committed the crime. 

Capt. Ketchum of the police testified that 
the bloodhounds ‘did not pay any more at- 
tention to Father Walser’s bed than to 
any other beds in the house. 

Cassimir Reichlin, the younger brother of 
the murdered girl, who was in the house last 
Thursday night when the crime*was com- 
mitted, said he was awakened about 1 


} o'clock by the priest rushing into his room 


and excitedly saying that burglars were 
in the house. He arose and ran to his i 
sister's room and found her lying in her 
bed, covered with blood and life extinct. 
He then searched the house but found no 
one. Cassimir said he notified the police 
and took them into the attic, where they 
found fresh mud on the attic floor under 
the attic window and afterward on a lJad- 
der which stood outside under a window 
of the murdered girl's room. 

‘You have every confidence that Father 
Walser is not guilty of the crime with 
whic h he is charged?’ he was asked.

CONVICT CAMP MP BRUTALITIES. 


Prominent Georgia Leg Legislator Accused 
of Barbarity to His Slaves.

ATLANTA, May 5.—Revelations made to 
the Ware County Grand Jury in regard to 
horrors of the Georgia convict camps 
reached Gov. Terrell to-day, and promise 
to cause such a sensation that the lease 
system will be shaken. Edward McRae, 
one of the leading members of the Georgia 
House of Representatives, is involved by

According to the report McRae and his 
brother operate an extensive camp in 
Lowndes County. Witnesses before the 
Grand Jury testified that in the McRae 
camp the brutalities practiced are .such 
that it is revolting to describe them. For 
the slightest offense it is alleged that pris- 
oners are strippe@ and chained and un- 


mercifully lashed by the whipping bosses, 
It is also alleged that the McRae brothers 
go into the counties adjoining Lowndes, pay 
the fines of misdemeanor convicts, carry 
such convicts to their Ware County camp, 
and there keep them in servitude long after 
the terms for which the criminals were sen- 
tenced have expired. The Grand Jury 
claims that at least twenty citizens of 
Ware County are held as slaves in the Mc- 
Rae camp although their terms expired 
over a year ago. 

The report goes on to describe how these 
men are kept in stockade, about which 
armed guards march in order to prevent 
an escape, and also mentions that men thus 
illegally detained who escaped from the 
stockade have been chased ‘by bloodhounds 
and recaptured. The Grand Jury calls on 
the State authorities to investigate the 
camp, release the men held as slavés, and 
to prosecute the McRae brothers. It is ex- 
pected that Gov. Terrell will immediately 
order an invesraga tion.

ATLANTA, May 5.—Officers of the Col- 
ored National Emigration and Commercial 
Association have issued a call for a Nae 
tional convention of those who are inter- 
ested in their objects, to be held in Mont- 
gomery, Ala., on June 24. 

The object of the organization is to for- 
ward the colonization of negroes in Liberia 
and elsewhere the plan at present being to 
ralse $100,000 to buy a ship as the begin- 
ning of the movement. The Republic of Li- 
beria has given $25,000 for this purpose and 
other contributions have been received, 
Bishop L. H, Holsey 18 Director General of 
the association and Dr. W. H. Heard of 
Atlitita 1s the Président. in the eal for 
the convention it is said:

Reliance Did Not Hold Columbia in 
TRE GIRS Brush. 


Cansilatinie in Her Own Weather and 
with Perfectly Fitting Sails Keeps 
Away from Her Rivals. 


The new cup yacht Reliance, which for 
the past few days has been roaming about 
the Sound looking for. something against 
which she might try -her speed, ran along- 
side Columbia yesterday, and Columbia did 
not decline the obvious challenge, as did 
Constitution om Saturday. As a matter of 
fact, she was waiting for it. In the faint 
and fitful breezes, however, it took an 
hour's time and much manoeuvring res 
the big yachts worked into a racing po 
tion, and in the interesting but inconclusive 
thirteen-minute brush which followed the 
honors lay all with Columbia.

GREENWICH, Conn., May 5.—Mrs. Gene- 
vieve.Peats, who was appointed conservator 
of the person and estate of her husband, 
Alfred Peats, the millionaire . wallpaper 
manufacturer, by the Greenwich Probate 
Court in January last, after her husband 
went insane, has applied for permission to 
sell her husband’s property, and Judge 
Russell will give a hearing in the matter 
on Saturday. 

In the petition Mrs. Peats sets forth that 
she is in possession of the assets of her 


hveband, including 5,000 shares of the stock 
of the Alfred Peats Company of New York, 
and is President of the company and en- 
gaged in the management and examination, 
ot its affairs. The’ business, she says, is 
solvent, but its actual assets are far lIess 
than the capital stock. It has rot suffi- 
cient. Working capital to protect itself 
against competition, and heavy losses are 
threatened. The wallpaper business 
throughout the United States is in a de- 
cliining condition owmg to excessive com- 
petition.

SIMONDS MADE FORTUNE BY 
GET-RICH-QUICK SCHEME. 


Family Does Not Know Where Money 
is—Dr. Ogden’s Testimony at In- 
quest in Chicago.

CHICAGO, May %5.—" Simonds, you have 
been accused of cleaning up §200,000 or 
$200,000 through the failure of that‘ get- 
rich-quick’ concern. How much did you 
get away with?” 

“Well, I got away with more than that, 
and did not get all I should have got at 
that. I am in Chicago looking after that 
meney now. 

This was a conversation testified to to- 
day by Dr. E. J. Ogden at the inquest over 
the body of E. M. Simonds of New York, 
who met a mysterious death a week ago. 
It is the only clue to the existence of a big 
fortune that was controlled by Simonds 
through other persons. The whereabouts 
of this fortune is unknown to the family 
of the dead man, and it may be that it will 
never be recov ered. 

Simonds's wife is said to be living in a 
richly furnished house in New York, and, 
according to reports, has not been able to 
find any of her husband's property. This 
wealth. was carefully hidden by Simonds, 
for fear that suits and other actions would 
be started against him, and that he would 
be deprived of the property he had gained 
through his connection with the “ get-rich- 
quick "’ concern. 

It is said that the concern that Simonds 
promoted was C. E. Mackey & Co., whose 
failure in 1901 left thousands of investors 
penniless.

Steamship Hamilton Sends Sag~ 
inaw to the Bottom. 


CRASH DURING DENSE FOG: 


Wrecked Vessel Sinks Within a Few. 
Minutes — Lifeboat, Filled with 15 
People, Swamps and All Drown 
—Accident Due to Fog. 


NORFOLK, Va., May 5.—Hidden from 
view of each other by a dense fog, the 
Clyde Line steamship Saginaw and the Old 
Dominion liner Hamilton came into collision 
between Winter Quarter Lightship and Fen- 
wick Island Lightship, on the Virginia 
coast, at 4:40 o’clock this morning. The 
Saginaw sank in half an hour, and twenty 
or more lives wére lost. The . Hamilton 
escaped with slight injuries and el loss 
of life. 

The scene of the collision is about thirteen 
or fourteen miles off the shore, between 
180 and 200 miles south of New York, and 
between 125 and 140 miles north of Nor- 
folk. The Hamilton left New York yester- 
day afternoon at 3 o'clock for Norfolk, and 
the Saginaw passed out the Virginia Capes’ 
at 9 o’clock last might, bound from. Rich- 
mond and Norfolk for Philadelphia. A 
dense fog settled along the coast. shortly 
after nightfall and shut out everything 
from view. Realizing the danger of a col- 
lision, the Captain of each vessel had re~ 
duced speed. According to Capt. Boaz of 
the Hamilton, his ship was making about. 
nine miles an hour and the Saginaw ten. 
The Saginaw was in charge of First Officer 
Goslee, and the first officer of the Hamil- 
ton was at the wheel of that ship. From 
all accounts obtainable the fog whistles of 
each vessel were kept blowing regularly 
and were distinctly heard on each some 
time before the collision. 

The fég was so thick that objects a ship’s 
length away were invisible, and when the 
two craft hove in sight of each other 
bow on there was but a moment’s_ in- 
terlm before they met. e 

The Saginaw veered as did the Hamilton, 
but they had not time to clear each other, 
and the knifelike steel prow of the south- 
bound vessel struck the Clyde ship on the 
port quarter about twenty feet from her 
stern, cutting the entire rear end of the 
ship away. The inrushing water caused 
the Saginaw to settle rapidly in the stern, 
and the impetus of the Hamilton took her 
out of sight of the crippled vessel. Her 
engines, already reversed,, were put full 
steam to the rear, and the Hamilton cir- 
cled to the scene of the wreck, at the same 
time lowering two lifeboats. 


ASLEEP WHEN CRASH CAME. 


Passengers and most of the crew on both 
ships: were asleep below when the-disas- 
ter happened, and when the terrible shock 
and grinding noise awakened them a panic- 
stricken rush for safety took place. There 
was consternation among the passengers 
of the Old Dominion ship, and the first 
thought was for their safety, but as soon 
as it was discovered that the ship was ur- 
injured, save that some bow plates were 
stove in, all efforts were directed to the 
rescue of those on the Saginaw. 

When the Saginaw was again sighted her 
stern was under water, and her bow was 
high in the air. Panic-stricken people 
rushed oyer her decks and scrambled 
toward the bow. The discipline of the 
crews Was admirable. ‘‘ Women first’ was 
the initial command of Capt. Tunnell after 
the lifeboats had been prepared for lower- 
ing. Lifeboats were lowered and into the 
first fifteen negro wowen were placed, ac- 
cording to Second Officer W. L. Morris, 


who was in command. 

The boat was swamped as it struck the 
water, and its occupants were thrown into 
the sea. All were drowned save the Second 
Officer and the negro stewardess. The lat- 
ter soon died more from injuries received 
by the impact of the collision than. by 
drowning. She had been held up by First 
Mate Goslee, who sank himself as a small 
boat from the Hamilton reached them. 

In the meantime the rush of waters into 
the bow of the Saginaw had caused the 
decks to burst from their fastenings with 
a roar like the report of big guns, and tons 
of freight of all description soon littered 
the sea. To floating wreckage the strug- 
gling people in the: water clung with des- 
peration, and many of them were rescued 
by the boats from the Hamilton and Sag- 
inaw. 

Before the lifeboats of the Hamilton had 
reached the Saginaw the latter had disap- 

eured beneath the waves, and nothing but 
her topmasts were visible. To these sev- 
eral men were clinging, one of whom was 
the aged Captain, J. 8. Tunnell. He did 
not leave his ship until the last minute. 
When he was taken off it was found that 
he had suffered serious internal injuries. 
He is now on the Hamilton under a phy- 
sician’s care. 

Purser McCormick of the Hamilton esti- 
mates that the Saginaw sank within ten 
minutes after the collision, though there 
are others who say that the time was prob- 
ably longer. The purser stated that life- 
boats were lowered from both_ vessels 
immediately after they struck. The pas- 
sengers and crew of the Saginaw were 
rescued in various ways. Some were taken 
from the water and others from the boat 
just before she went down. 

The Hamilton hovered around the scene 
of the wreck for more than an hour, but 
no sign of life could be seen among the 
mass of floating freight. Two bodies, one 
of a man and the other of a woman, both 
clad only in night dress, were observed 
drifting between bales of cotton and cases 
of goods. 

The first news of the disaster was learned 
at Old Point, where the Hamilton stopped 
for a few moments on her way to Norfolk. 
She arrived at her pier in this city about 
© o'clock this afternoon. Her bow plates 
are stove in, and much wreckage still clung 
to her, All of the damage, however, was 


above the waterline. 

The survivors of the Saginaw on board 
the Hamilton had been given clothing by 
the passengers and seamen on the more 
fortunate vessel, and a collectiom was taken 
up among the passengers to be distributed 


among them. 
It was some time before any definite 


statement could be secured from the offi- 
cials of either line regarding the real num-, 
| ber of people lost and saved, and even now, 
after official lists have been given out, 
there is a great discrepancy between the 
statements of passengers and the com- 
panies’ statement. According to the Clyde 
Line officials, the names of only eighteen 
passengers are known, and it is admitted 
by Second Officer Morris that fifteen negro 
women, all of whom are now dead, were 
in the ‘swamped lifeboat.

The net 
increase in valuation is $278,700. 

The tax rate is fixed at $12 per thousand, 
the largest in the history of the city, and 
the tax will be $504,393.60, or $28,396.86 
more than last year.

‘KILLED BY EX-CONVICT. 


Police Looking for Shea, Whose Act, 
Witnesses Say, Was Assassination. 


William McMahon, twenty-one years old, 
of 45 Henry Street, was shot and almost in- 
stantly killed yesterday afternoon in front 
of 31 Hamilton Street by Patrick, alias 
“John,” Shea, an ex-conyict of that ad- 


dress. Shea fled into his house, and ts be- 
lieved to have escaped over the back fence. 

Witnesses say that Shea’s act was delib- 
erate assassination. They declare he crept 
up behind his victim and threw his arm 
around his face. Holding him fast in that 
position, they say, Bhea then pressed a 
pistol to the man's head and fired. The 
wounded man reeled toward Lillian Burney 
of 18 Hamilton Street, who tied her hand- 
kerchief about his head, and dragged him 
into a hallway, where he died before the 
arrival of an ambulance. 

The men fought last Sunday because, it 
is said, Shea insulted McMahon's sister-in- 
law. Shea, though the oe man, got the 
worst of it, and, it is said, has been threat- 
ening vengeance since. McMahon leaves 
a wife eighteen years old and a five- 
months-old child. Shea has served several 
terms for various offenses, and was three 
years in Sine Sing for robbery. He was 
himself shot and slightly wounded in the 
same neighborhood two months ago. The 
section where the shooting occurred is 
known as “ The Gap.’ 

Capt. Hodgins of the Madison Street 
Station, who, with ten detectives, is work- 
ing on the case, said last night he believed 
that Shea had fled to Brooklyn.

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| JEROME REPLIES TOWCALL 


District Attorney’s Answer to Crit- 
icisms in the Bucklin Case. 


He Declares the Justice Went Out of 
His Way to Attack Him on Re- 
ports Not All True. 


District Attorney Jerome said last night 
that he would be willing to try the case 
of David W. Bucklin, Canfield’s manager, 
in Saratoga County, where for a number of 
years Canfield has conducted an exclusive 
gambling resort, seemingly without ‘inter- 
ference on the part of the authorities. 

Bucklin, who was indicted as a common 
gambler, following the sensational raid on 
Canfield’s place, at 5 East Forty-fourth 
Street, last December, obtained a change 
of venue from Justice McCall of the Su- 
preme Court on Monday. The motion for 
a change of venue was made on the ground 
that the District Attorney had tried the 
case so thoroughly in the newspapers that 
there was no possibility of Bucklin getting 
a fair and impartial trial in this county. 

Justice McCall, in his decision, severely 
criticised District Attorney Jerome, declar- 
ing that, while Bucklin’s case was pending 
i. its preliminary stages, ‘“‘ the press had 
been constantly fed with interviews by 


Jerome and his assistants, wherein the de- 
fendant had been referred to repeatedly as 
a felon, defying legally constituted author- 
ity.” There were 1,200 typewritten pages of 
newspaper stories about Bucklin appended 
ty the papers on the motion, 

Mr. Jerome yesterday had a word to say 
in reply to the condemnation of himself 
by the Justice. He declared that the latter 
had gone out of his way to criticise him. 

“IT have no desire,’ said Mr. Jerome, 
**to eritictse the decision of Justice McCall 
in transferring Bucklin's trial to another 
county, Personally, I believe he could get 
a fair trial in this county, but upon that 
union opinion might be divided. 

‘What I take exception to is the gratui- 
tous criticism of me by the Justice. This 
should have no place in his written de- 
cision, because it was not a question that 
was legally before him to pass on. Jus- 
tice McCall assumes the truth of all the 
newspaper reports, and, ascribing them ail 
to me, criticises me on that ground. As a 
matter of fact, fully three-quarters of these 
statements purporting to have come from 
me could elther have been denied or qual- 


“The question Justice McCall was ex- 
pected to pass upon was whether these 
paperts, true or untrue, had exercised an 
influence prejudicial to Mr, Bucklin on the 
generes public. Anything the Justice might 
nave said on that subject would have been 
perfectly proper and within bounds. 

Mr. Jerome said he had not as yet had 
uny conference with Bucklin’s counsel re- 

arding what county would be fixed upon 
or the forthcoming trial. In case the 
prosecution and defense should fai] to 
agree on a place of trial, this will be fixed 
by Justice McCall. 


OLYPHANT TO RESIGN. 


David Wilcox Likely to Become Presi- 
dent of the Delaware and Hudson. 


The Delaware and Hudson Company is to 
have a new President after May 12, the 
dute of its annual meeting, as R. M. Oly- 
phant has given notice that he will resign 
and will not accept re-election. Though not 
a large stockholder, he has been always 
able to get the support of a majority of 
the stockholders. During the last two 
years, however, there has developed some 


opposition to his management, and it is 
understood that this and the consideration 
of his nealth have been the chief reasons 
for Mr, Olyphant's decision to retire. He 
has been resident of the company for 
nineteen years, and he had been connected 
in other capacities with the road for nine 
years previous to that time.

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WR. ROOSEVELT TELLS 
~NEW MEXICO 70 GROW 


Says That Irrigation Will Make It 
a Great State. 


He Speaks at Santa Fe and Albuquer- 
qué, and Méets Many of His 
/ Rough Riders. 


SANTA FE, N. M., May 5.—President 
Roosevelt spent three hours and twenty 
minutes to-day in this city, whose historic 
buildings and monuments seemed to have 
much interest for him. At the capitol he 
made an address, speaking for twenty 
minutes to an audience of 10,000 persons. 
President Roosevelt said it was a great 
pleasure, to him to come to New Mexico, 
from which territory more than half of the 
members of his regiment came. 

“T know. the people of New Mexico,” he 
faid, “andl am fond of them. How can 
I help being fond of the people with whom 
I have worked?”’ 

He congratulated the people on what they 
have accomplished, and said he. believed 
they were on the verge of great things. 

“Much will depend on the thrift of the 
people,” said the President, “ but the Gov- 
ernment can help somewhat, and the Gov- 
ernment will help.” 

He said the benefits of forest preserva- 
tion and irrigation to be enjoyed by this 
section will do most toward bringing New 
Mexico to Statehood and making it one of 
the great States of the West. 

A brief reception was held in the Capitol, 
after which a drive was taken through the 
decorated streets. A stop was made at 
San Miguel Church, the oldest edifice in 
the United States, and at the cathedral 
wheré the Vicar General, Anthony Four- 
chegu, baptized the son of George W. Arm- 
ijo, a Sergeant in the Rough Riders, Pres- 
ident Roosevelt being the godfather. The 
child was named Theodore Roosevelt. 

After this incident the President 
@ressed 2,500 school children, including 350 
pupils in the uniform of the United States 
Indian school, the students of St. Michael's 
College of Loretto Academy, St. Catherine's 
Indian. and the Presbyterion Mission 
“Schools. The roofs of the historic old place 
and of other buildings surrounding the 
plaza were thronged.

The City Record contained yesterday re- 
ports of Superintendent Perez M. Stewart 
as the head of the Building Bureau, and 
also the comments of Borough /President 
Cantor on the work accomplished. The fol- 
lowing are extracts from the report of 
President Cantor: - 

The report of the Superintendent of the Bu- 
reau of Buildings, Mr, Stewart, is hereto ap- 
pended. A careful examination of this report 
will show that inteiligent and effective work has 
been done in systematizing the labor of the 
bureau and in providing for inspections which 
are necessary for a reasonable and practicable 
enforcemeht of the ordinances and of the Build- 
ing Code. 

During the year 1902 an unusual and extraor- 
dinary amount of labor was thrown on this bu- 
reau by the large number of fires and explo- 
sions (as well as other causes) which occurred 
during that period. Since the burning of the 
Park Avenue Hotel and the Seventy-first Regi- 
ment Armory all buildings of kindred classes 
have been systematically inspected. This class 
of buildings includes notels, theatres, schools, 
both public and private; all places of public as- 
sembly, as well as hospitals, asylums, office 
ceieinan, department stores, factories, and work- 
shops. 

In regard to all proposed buildings, as well as 
those erected which come witiin the fire-escape 
provisions of the Building Code, strict and ener- 
getic measures have been taken to see that in all 
such places fire-escapes have been properly 
erected, 

When asked about the matter President 
Cantor said: 

“What I said about Mr. Stewart was 
true when written. Things ¢an happen to 
change the record of a public official in a 
few days. I have not entered into any dis- 
cussion of my ressons for the dismissal] of 
Mr. Stewart, although I have been béset 
with many requests to explain my = 
tion. I don’t see any necessity for doing 
so, although I may have something to say 
on the matter in the near future.” 


WANT TRACKS ON 86TH STREET 


West Side Association Readopts Reso- 
lution to That Effect Passed at 
March Meeting. 


At a meeting on Monday night the West 
Side Association readopted the following 
resolution, which it had passed in March 
at the suggestion of the business men of 
the west side and the Merchants’ Associa- 
tion: 


Resolved, That it is the sense of this organiza- 
tion that the speedy construction of a double- 
track electric railroad on West Eighty-sixth 
Street by the Metropolitan Street Railway Com- 
pany, as recommended by the State Railroad 
Commission and the Merchants’ Association of 
the City of New York, will be a great benefit to 
residents of the west side and would help to 
facilitate a safe &nd more comfortable way of 
handling passengers. 

At the request of residents of Eighty- 
sixth Street, at the April meeting it was 
voted that the resolution be held over for 
further consideration. It was reported 
among the property owners of West 
Righty-seventh and Eighty-eighth Streets 
that the company meant to extend its line 
through Eighty-seventh Street to River- 
side Drive, and then back to the main 
line through Eighty-eighth Street. As these 
streets are narrow and Eighty-sixth Street 
is broad enough for a double track, the 
property owners of the two upper streets 
recently organized themselves into the 
Neighbors’ Association,,and forty-two of 
them were elected to membership in the 
West Side Association. The ballots of the 
new members, with those of the old mem- 
bers who favored the Eighty-sixth Street 
extension, controlled the meeung on Mon- 
day night. 

There was some bitterness in the meet- 
ing, and it was even suggested that a reso- 
lution be passed that there be no cross- 
street line between ,Fifty-ninth and One 
Hundred and Tenth Streets. ‘lnat was 
voted down. It was then suggested that 
the Metropolitan Company be obliged to 
build a subway under West Eighty-sixth 
Street. That was opposed, on the ground 
that there would have to be stations at 
every intersecting street, with a climb of 
at least sixty feet to the surface. This 
was voted down, and then the March reso- 
lution, pointing out Elghty-sixth Street as 
= proper place for the trolley, was car- 
ried. 

It is anticipated that the Metropolitan 
Street Railway Company will complete its 
cross-town line through West Eighty-sixth 
Street during the Summep unless the prop- 
erty owners take action in the courts to 
prevent this work. 


INSPECT BRONX WATERWAYS. 


Eight members of the Congressional Com- 
mittee on Rivers and Harbors made a tour 
of the waters around the north end of Man- 
hattan Island and the Bronx yesterday for 
the purpose of seeing what improvements 
are necessary to further the development 
ef shipping and transportation interests 
The trip was made under the auspices of a 
joint citizens’ committee of the Highteenth 
New York Congressional District, and com- 
posed of delegates from the North Side 
Board of Trade, the Harlem Board of Com- 
merce, the Taxpayers’ Alliance, the Ford- 
ham Club, the Kingsbridge Improvement 
Association, and the Mount Vernon Board 
of Trade. 

The party, including city officials, guests, 
and delegates to the number of 150, board- 
ed the 9 o'clock train for Riverdale-on-the- 
Hudson. Arriving there they boarded boats 
and went through the ship canal into the 
Harlem River, passing the Bronx Kills, 
which run between Randall's Island and 
the Bronx shore, through Hell Gate, and 
into Long Island Sound. The official party 
was on the steamer Fulton Market. Dock 
Commussioner Hawkes and the city officials 
were aboard the tender Manhattan, and 
the launch Bronx was used for making 
short excursions into the small bays and 
creeks. 7 

In passing the Bronx Kills, which lie off 
the foot of East One Hundred and Twen- 
ty-fifth Street, the attention of Chairman 
Burton was called to the advantage of 
making this body of water navigable, as it 
would save vessels coming through the ship 
canal desirous of reaching Long Island 
Sounc the long trip down the River 
and through Hell Gate. 

When the party reached Fort Totten they 
were received with the Congressional salute 
of seventeen guns. Similar salutes were 
fired by the First and Second Batteries 
N. G. N. Y., as the vesseis passed through 
the ship canal. After a brief visit to the 
fort the party re-embarked and luncheon 
was served in the Fulton Market, where 
many toasts were drunk to the health of 
the members of the committee and the com- 
pletion of the desired improvement. 

The entire party last evening attended the 
performance cf *‘ Rip Van Winkle” at the 
Harlem Opera House.

Your President has loaned the company large 
sums of money, which are still due, and has not 
received his salary for his services. 

In view of these facts it is considered best 
by the Directors for the company’s Interest not 
to publish, at the present time, any detailed 
statement of the company’s affairs, though it is 
the intention to do so in the near future, and to 
submit some plan by which the company can 
we Lg its loans and increase its working 
capital. 


It is known that there had been discus- 
sion amormg the Directors, but heretofore 
no official statement had been obtainable 
about what the troubles were: The circu- 
lar asks the support of the stockholders, 
and states that Mr. Osborne is now col- 
lecting the evidence whereon to base a suit.

France Not Attempting to Intervene in 
Kwang-Si—German Efforts to Gain 


; Favor with Russia.

LONDON, May 5.—Commenting on the 
Manchurian crisis the correspondent of 
The Times at Peking says that the di- 
vergent assurances given by the Russian 
Government to the various powers con- 
cerned are exciting much interest at the 
Chinese capital. It is noted that denials 
are gradually merging into admissions 
of the designs of Russia to hold Manchu- 
ria. 

A ready test of the sincerity ofthe 
Russian cisclaimers, the correspondent 
remarks, would be ihsistence by the 
three powers most interested that China 
should forthwith declare open three 
treaty ports in Manchuria. 

The French Legation at Peking au- 
thorizes a contradiction of the reports 
_cf an attempt to induce China to accept 
French assistance in suppressing the lo- 
cal disturbances in Kwang-Si. The ex- 
tent of the French interference, it is 
eaid, has been from time to time to im- 
press China with the necessity of check- 
ing the disorder in this province, France 
has never offered to send troops to 
Kwang-Si and China kas never invited 
éluch assistance. The Chinese Foreign 
Office confirms the French statement. 
The Berlin correspondent of The Times 
pays that desperate efforts are being 
made in Berlin to recommend close 
friendship between Germany and Russia 
in view of the Anglo-French rapproche- 
ment and the question of the “open 
@por” to Manchuria. If Bismarck were 
alive, the correspondent remarks, he 
would again remind his countrymen of 
the adage “Qui trop embrasse mal 

etreint.” 

_ Regarding Manchuria, credit is claimed 
for™Germany because the Government 

Nas not narticipated in the remon- 
strances of the other powers, and the 
British press is misrepresented as re- 
proaching Germany on this score. The 
fact is, the correspondent says, that no- 
body expected Germany to join in such 
steps, as she is not in position to exhibit 
an interest in the question of the “ open 
door ”’ to Manchuria. Germans feel more 
than ever the necessity of sparing the 
susceptibilities of their Eastern neighbor 
and are mindful of the fact that they 
owe a great deal to Russian forbearance 
in China and elsewhere. Doubtless Ger- 
many would be prepared to exercise in- 
fluence in behalt of the “open door”’ 
everywhere in China except in’ Manchu- 
ria and the Shan-Tung peninsula. 

“After derying the allegation made by 
the Cologne Gazette that Great Britain 
is attempting to use Japan and _ the 
United Staies as catspaws and pointing 
out that American action so far has been 

ed on the dispatches of Minister Con- 
ger and not on information from British 
urces, the correspondent says that no 
misrepresentation is too glaring, no flat- 
tery too gross, when the German press 
wishes to curry favo> with Russia. 


Reports of Russian Activity on the 
Yalu River Continue.

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KAISER AT NOTED ABBEY 


German Emperor and Italian King 
Visit Monte Cassino. 


Father Krug, the. American Abbot, Re- 
ceives the Royal Party—Peasants 
Cheer the Visitors. 


ROME, May 5.—Emperor William and 
King Victor Emmanuel went to the abbey 
at Monte Cassino this morning, accompa- 
nied by Crown Prince Frederick William, 
Prince Eitel, the Duke of Aosta, the Duke 
of the Abruzzi, the Duke of Genoa, and the 
Count of Turin. 

The Emperor and the King, escorted by 
cuirassiers and cheered by the people, 
drove to the railroad station and took 
train for the abbey. 

They were accorded an enthusiastic re- 
ception at Monte Cassino, The scene was 
extremely picturesque. Quaint crowds of 
peasants, friars, and sisters gathered from 
miles around the village to see the spet- 
tacle of wo sovereigns and six Princes at 
the abbey. The real reason for the visit 
Was the part taken ty Emperor William 
in assisting the Benedictine institutions in 
Prussia and the promise which he made 
to visit the celebrated mother house here. 

Jorgeous royal equipages, with outriders 
and postilions in hunting livery, accom- 
panied by a military escort and suites of 
the sovereigns and Princes, “drove up to 
the abbey from the station, cheered by the 
peasants. At the abbey a detachment of 
troops showed military honors and a bat- 
tery of guns fired a salute. 

When the Abbot, the Rev. Father Boni- 
face Krug, from St. Vincent's Arch-Abbey, 
near Beatty, Penn., (the first American to 
hold the position,) appeared, surrounded by 
the friars, at the foot of the grand stair- 
case, the contrast in the two groups, the 
sovereigns and’their party and the Abbot 
and .the frairs, with the background of 
grim, historic walls, which had resounded 
on various occasions with battle cries as 
well as with prayers, presented a most at- 
tractive spectacle. It was the first time a 
German Emperor had been received at the 
abbey. In fact, in the past the followers 
of the Emperor of Germany had been the 
mest dreaded of the intruders on the soli- 
tude of Monte Cassino. 

The Rev. Father Krug reccived the Em- 
peror and King Victor Emmanuel in a 
most cordial manner and expressed his 
appreciation of the honor conferred by the 
visit of their Majesties. 

The Rev. Fainer Krug had prepared four 
of the ancient rooms for the accommoda- 
tion of the imperial and royal guests, and 
Emperor William went out on the balcony 
o 1is room to admire the magnificent 
scene, showing the snow-capped Apennine 
Mountains and, in the distance, the blue 
waters of the Mediterranean. 

The Emperor also descended 
crypt of St. Benedict and watched the men 
employed on mosaic work. His Majesty ex- 
amined the colors and said such work 
would give new life to the ancient art. The 
Emperor also referred to the fact that 
thirty-four Popes were Benedictines and 
mentioned Father Krug’s last visit to the 
United States. 

The two sovereigns and the Princes re- 
turned to Rome at sunset. They were 
greatly pleased with their visit to Monte 
Cassino, especially Emperor Wiliam, who 
said with enthusiasm that he felt as 
though he had lived through several cent- 
uries in a few hours. 

Emperor William's aay? of sightseeing 
ended with_a reception in the Capitoline 
Museum. The building was illuminated 
with electric light globes that showed the 
treasures of the museum to the best ad- 
vantage. The walls of the rooms were 
hidden with ancient tapestries, and the 
beauty of the scene won enthusiastic praise 
from his Majesty. Tea was served in the 
Hall of Tapestries in the beautiful china 
belonging to the Colonna family. After 
this the King and the Emperor from a 
window at the top of the museum wit- 
nessed the illumination of the Forum and 
the Palatine Hill, which were both outlined 
with’ colored lights and stood out clear- 
cut and brilliant. Emperor William was 
fatigued at the close of his long day of 
sightseeing and entertainment. 

The Pope has sent Chancellor von Bue- 
low a magnificent case containing a collec- 
tion of all the medals struck during his 
pontificate, 

The Monastery of Monte Cassino is sit- 
uated on a high hill to the west of the town 
of Cassino, formerly called San Germano. 
The monastery was founded by St. Bene- 
dict in the year 529. on the spot where 
fermerly stood an ancient Temple of Apollo. 
it is classed as a national monument and 
continues its existence in the form of an 
educational establishment. 

It contains one of the most precious libra- 
ries in the world. About eighty students 
of theology are educated at the monastery, 
and the monks there number about thirty, 
in addition tv ten lay brethren and many 
servants. The institution includes: a -tele- 
graph cffice and a printing plant. In ap- 
pearance the monastery resembles a castle 
rather than an educatioral establishment. 
The interior of the church is richly decor- 
ated with marble, mosaics, and paintings, 
and the choir stalls are adorned with ad- 
tnirable carvings. ,Benheath the high altar, 
which is richly decorated with marble, re- 
pose the remains of St. Benedict and St. 
Scholastica. 


KING EDWARD IN LONDON. 


Received with Acclaim on His Return 
from France—Proposal for an 
Arbitration Treaty. 


LONDON, May 5.—King Edward VII. re- 
ceived a great popular welcome on his ar- 
rival in London to-day from France. The 
railroad station was closed to the public, 
but the approaches were thronged by large 
crowds and the road to Buckingham Pal- 
ace, which was gayly decorated with flags, 
was thickly lined with people. 

The Prince of Wales, Prince Christian, 
the Duke of Cambridge, Prince Charles of 
Denmark, Premier Balfour, Field Marshal 
Lord Roberts, and others greeted his Ma- 
jesty at the station. After inspecting the 


guard of honor the King drove to the pal- 
ace, viaibly pleased -by the hearty cheers 
which followed his progress along the 
whole route. His Majesty appeared to be 
in excellent health, 

The royal yacht Victoria and Albert, with 
King. Edward on board, left Cherbourg this 
morning, escorted by a British squadron, 
after an exchange of salutes with the forts 
and French warships and cheered by the 
crowds ashore. 

King Edward reached Portsmouth this 
afcernoon. The forts saluted and the ships 
were manned and dressed. His Majesty 
then took a train for London. 

King Edward and Queen Alexandra wit- 
nessed “‘Das Rheingold”’ at Covent Gar- 
den to-night. They were accorded a most 
hearty reception, The Prince and Princess 
of Wales, Prince and Princess Charles of 
Denmark, and Lord and Lady Lansdowne 
were among the unusually brilliant audi- 
ence present. 

The report. that King Edward wil) visit 
the Czar of Russia this Summer is not con- 
firmed, but it is understood that his Ma- 
jesty will pay an official visit to Emperor 
William in the Autumn, and that from 
Berlin he will go to Copenhagen. 

PARIS, May 5.—President Loubet tele- 
graphed to King Edward at Portsmouth 
thanking him for the good-will manifested 
toward the people and Government of 
France as expressed in his Majesty's dis- 
pate to the President from Cherbourg yes- 
erday. 

The Radical Socialist group in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies has adopted a resolution 
urging the immediate negotiation of a 
treaty of arbitration between Great Britain 
and France. 
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ABUSES IN THE CONGO STATE. 


American Missionary Tells of the Tryan- 
ny of the Whites Over the Na- 
tive Population. 


LONDON, May 5.—The Rev. William 
Morrison of Lexington, Va., a member of 
the American Presbyterian Mission, who 
is here on his way home after six years’ 
work along the Kassai River, about 1,200 
miles in the‘interior of the Congo State, 
tully confirms the stories of the abuses in 
the Conge administration. 

He has furnished an exhaustive report on 
the situation to the Congo State authori- 
ties, tu the American and British Ministers 
at Brussels, and to Foreign Secretary 
Lansdcwne, detaliing the results of his per- 
sonal investigation. He shows that the 
situation is growing worse, as a result o. 
the rubber monopoly’s introduction of 
torced labor, virtually amounting to slave- 
ry 

On his way to the coast Mr. Morrison 
covered 800 miles of the Kassai River, 
formerly thickly dotted with villages, and 
he says there are now less than a dozen 
villages there, the people having fled into 
the forests to escape the tyranny of the 
whites. The missionary declares it ts im- 
possible for the natives to get any redress 
from the Congo State officials for the 
tlagrant abuses and cruelties to which 
they are subjected. 

The Rev. Mr. Morrison will sail for New 
York on the Cunard Line steamship 
Etruria, leaving Liverpool May 9, and will 
furnish the State Department at Washing- 
ten with further evidence on the subject 
of Conzo State abuses. 


BRITISH DUTIES ON GRAIN. 


Agricultural ‘Bodies Make a United 
Protest Against the Abolition 
of the Tariff. 


LONDON, May 5.—The opposition to the 


proposal of the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, Mr. Ritchie, to abolish the duty 
on grain, which has been voiced by numer- 
ous Chambers of Agriculture, crystallized in 
a meeting of the Associated Chambers of 
Agriculture in London to-day. 

With only three dissentients, the large 
assemblage, after a heated attack on Mr. 
Ritchie's ‘‘ wabbling’’ policy in connection 
with this tax, passed a resolution strongly 
condemning the proposed action and ap- 
pointing a deputation to call on Premier 
Balfour and confer with him on the subject. 

Answering a question in the House of 
Commons to-day, Mr. Ritchie held out lit- 
tle hope of the millers getting a refund of 
the duties paid on imported grain which 
they may still have on their hands when 
the tax is abolished, July 1. 

Mr. Ritchie added, however, that he was 
anxious to prevent any hardship to the 
trade, and had therefore given permission 
for the bonding of grain in the interim, and 
had instructed the customs officials to 
make the operation of bonding as cheap 
and easy as possible, and, with the permis- 
sion of the House, he proposed to remit 
the one-fourth of 1 per cent. warehousing 
charge.

WANTS TRUSTS IN PRUSSIA. 


Commerce Minister Declares for Con- 
centration in Industrial Lines, 


BERLIN, May 5.—Herr Moeller, the 
Prussian Commercé Minister, speaking be- 
fore the Magdeburg Chamber of Commerce 
to-day, asserted that Germany needs great- 
er concentration, as being the only effi- 
clent weapon left with which to meet Amer- 
ican competition. 

“The nation that does not follow the 
tendency of the times toward concentration 


of industries will be left behind,’’ he added. 
“We cannot hold our own in the world’s 
markets without specialization and con- 
centration, 

‘One of Mr. Morgan's associates said to 
me some time ago that the distrust which 
the United States Steel Corporation caused 
was not justified. They were not ,such 
simpletons as to try to take advantage of 
the consumers, although they were able 
to do so. Their objects were a division of 
labor territorially, to’ produce only where 
production was the cheapest, and to get 
rid of the middleman. The struggle against 
the middleman will continue with us, as 
in the United States.” 


Missionary Dead at Salonika. 
DES MOINES, lowa, May 5.—Mrs. James 
Miller of Cedar Falis has received a cable- 
gram announcing that her daughter, Mrs. 


Edward B. Haskell, a missionary, is dead 
at Salonika, Turkey. There is nothing to 
indicate that death was not natural. 


NEXT YEAR’S CURRENCY BILL. 


Expectation Is That It Will Be Based 
on the Aldrich Bill, Which Failed 
of Passage in the Last Congress. 
Stecial to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 5.—The four Repub- 
lican members of the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee who are to assemble at the Vir- 
ginia Hot Springs do not expect to formu- 
late a financial measure, although the ob- 
ject of their meeting at this time is to give 
the subject consideration. Before the dis- 
solution of the last Congress the Senate 
passed a resolution giving the Finance 
Committee authority, by sub-committee or 
otherwise, “‘to make an investigation of 
internal revenue, customs, currency, and 
coinage,’”’ and to sit at such times and places 
as they may deem advisable, send for per- 
sens and papers, and employ stenogra- 
phers and clerks. 

Some time ago the Controller of the Cur- 
rency was requested by Senator Aldrich to 
prepare ‘for the use of the committee tables 
and other data and information in regard 
to the operations of National banks, and 
especially with regard to the character, 
quality, and amount of securities held by the 
Government against circulating notes and 


deposits of public money, This information 
vas completed and sent to Senator Aldrich 
on Saturday. It is inferred from the char- 


acter of the information asked for, that 
Scnator Aldrich intends to present the 
question of reforming the currency to his 
associates primarily with the intention of 
formulating a tentative proposition for pre- 
sentation to the sub-committee at a later 
period and ultimately for presentation to 
the full committee. 

The Aldrich bill of the last session, it is 
believed, will be the basis of the jremees 
measure, and, as that bill was discussed 
for some time and a number of amend- 
ments offered, it is the intention to follow 
the expression of the Senate and to incor- 
porate those amendments that received ap- 
proval. The committee expects to hold 
scssions during the Summer months at va- 
rious points in the Hast and \West and to 
consult bankers and other business men of 
New York and the principal commercial 
cities interested in this questicn. It is un- 
derstood the aim of the committee will be 
to formulate a measvre which will not ex- 
cite partisan oppositicn and one that will 
be supported by Senators and Representa- 
tives of both parties. The Aldrich bill had 
the support of the Treasury Department, 
and it is reasonably certain that the meas- 
ure which will be reported next Winter by 
the Finance Committee will also have the 
ay proval of the Secretary of the Treasury 
and the President. 

The issuing of circulating notes on securi- 
ties other than Government bonds, which 
was a feature of the Fowler bill, will be 
given consideration by the Senate commit- 
tee, and probably that feature of the House 
bill, with modifications, will be incorpo- 
rated in the Senate bill. The asset ques- 
tion, however, will be given careful consid- 
eration before definite action is taken, and 
it is believed that unless the asset feature 
can be introduced without causing protract- 
ed debate and without creating a fierce 
opposition that will threaten the success 0 
the measure, it will be abandoned, “ 

The efforts of the committee will be di- 
rected to securing the passage of a meas- 
ure that will give reasonable assurance of 
imparting elasticity to the currency and 
which will be acceptable to the business 
men of every section of the country. 


NEW TIME FUSE FOR SHELLS. 


Poor Watchmaker Gains Fortune by a 
Military Invention. 


BERLIN, May 5.—A poor watchmaker 
named Fritz has sold a mechanical time 
fuse for projectiles to the Krupp Company 
for $50,000 and a royalty of 1 mark for 
each device used. The Schneiders of 
France have acquired the rights for Latin 


countries, and Vickers Sons & Maxim have 
secured the rights for the United States 
and Great Britain, 

The mechanism can be adjusted so as 
to explode in an astonishingly short time, 
at long distances or immediately after 
penetrating a resisting substance, such as 
a ship's armor plate or a fortification wall. 
The new fuse is regarded as being espe- 
cially useful in exploding shrapnel shells.

CONDITIONS OF THE CROPS. 

WASHINGTON, May 5.—The week ending May 
4 was unseasonably cool over much the greater 
part of the country, the minimum temperatures 
on April 30 and May 1 and 2 being the lowest 
recorded in the last decade of April, and the 
first decade of May for the past thirty years at 
nearly all weather bureau stations, from the 
Central and West Gulf Coasts to the Upper 
Missouri Valley, and also at a number of. sta- 
tions in the Central Mississippi and Ohio Val- 
leys, lake region, and New England. 

Generally light rainfall, or absence of rain, has 
been favorable for farming opérdtions, but the 


unseasonably low temperatures have checked the 
growth of all vegetation, and heavy frosts and 
freezes have caused much damage. Drought has 
been relieved over Southeastern Texas and over 
limited areas in the Central Gulf States, but 
continues over the greater part of the last- 
mentioned district and in Northern Texas, and 
rain is needed in Florida, Notwithstanding the 
decidedly cool weather during the latter part of 
the week, the temperature in New England and 
portions of the Middle Atlantic States and -lake 
region averaged above the normal, Rain is 
generally needed on the Pacific Coast. 

The early planted corn was extensively killed 
by the freeze during the latter part of the week 
in, Missouri, Kansas, Oklahoma, and Texas, and 
the crop has suffered from cold weather through- 
out the Southern States, Preparations for plant- 
ing have progressed favorably in the Ohio Val- 
ley and Middle Atlantic States, but little pro- 
gress has been made in the States of the Upper 
Missour! Valley and lake region. The present 
season to date has been very unfavorable for 
corn, planting being greatly delayed, 

Winter wheat appears to have escaped ma- 
terial injury during the recent freeze over the 
Western portion 6f the Winter wheat belt, and 
the general outlook for this crop continues very 

romising, although a slight deterioration is 
ndicated in portions of the Central Mississippi 
and Ohio Valleys, On the Pacific Coast the 
outlook is less favorable, especially in Cali- 
fornia, ; 

Very little seeding of Spring wheat could be 
done over the northern portion of the Spring 
wheat region during the past week. The reports 
indicate that-no serious damage has ‘been done 
to early sown over the southern portion. On 
, North Pacific Coast the crop is now in need 
of rain. 

Oats sustained more or less injury from cold 
in the States of the Missouri Valley, and slow 

rowth is generally reported in the Central 

ississippi and Ohio Valleys, Decreased acre- 
age is reported from Illinois and Indiana, and 
uneven stands in Ohio, Where unfinished, seed- 
ing is progressing slowly. .

CENSUS REPORT ON COTTON. 


WASHINGTON, May 5.—The Census Office 
to-day made public the final figures of cotton 
obtained from the reports of cot- 
The quantity of cotton ginned from 
the growth of 1902, exclusive of linters, amount- 
ed to 11,078,882 running bales. Bales as pressed 
at the ginneries equal to 10,630,945 bales of 


600-pound standard, or counting round bales as 
half bales, 10,588,260. 

During the four years covered by the ginning 
reports of the Census Office the average crop, ex- 
clusive of linters, has been 9,902,277 bales of 
5600 pounds. The crop of 1902 shows an in- 
crease of 728,668 bales over this average, while 
the crops of 1899 and 1901 show a decrease of 
556,886 and 392,532 bales, respectively. For the 
crop of 1902 there has been a general increase 
in all the States, both east and west of the 
Mississippi River, with the exception of Ala- 
bama and Texas. Drought in Alabama and 
drought -and the boll weevil in Texas are re- 
sponsible for the losses in those States. 

The report contains many interesting details 
concerning the variation of production in the 
various sections of the country. For instance, 
attention is called to the degree of compensa- 
tion which has been maintained for the past 
three crops between the divisions of the cotton 
belt as made by the Mississippi River. East 
of the Mississippi production decreased in 1900 
313,256 bales. This was more than offset by the 
increase west of the Mississippi River of 1,090,- 
892 bales, or 25.7 per cent. In 1902 the territory 
east of the Mississippi increased its production 
in a manner which largely compensates for the 
materia] loss west of the river. The percentage 
of the country’s production grown in 1902 east 
and west of the Mississippi was 53.6 and 46.4, 
respectively, against 47.2 and 52,8 in 1900. 

To show the extent of the reduction in the 
cotton crop in Texas it is shown that whereas 
in 1900 that. State produced 4 per cent. of the 
entire crop Of the United States, or about one- 
quarter of the cotton supply of the world, in 
1902 the Texas product was only a little over 
23 per cent, of the production of this country. 

The States showing, the most considerable in- 
creases in production in 1902 are Arkansas, 
Louisiana, and Mississippi. The in- 
crease in Arkansas is remarkable, being 264,622 
bales, or 157,221 bales over that of 1900, the 
largest crop prior to that of 1902. There was 
also a large increase in the production of In- 
dian Territory and Oklahoma, The combined 
crops of these Territories for 1902 were 545,382 
bales, as compared with 215,591 bales for 1899, 
an increase of 329,791 bales, or 155 per cent, 

The figures on the ginning industry show that 
there are 30,948 ginneries in the United States. 
The average number of bales ginned per active 
establishment in Texas was 563, in Indian Ter-

Alabama, 292 in Georgia, and 206 in North 
Carolina. This great difference in the average 
number of bales of cotton handled per establish- 
ment is due to the extensive employment in the 
newer cotton producing States of modern meth- 
ods of handling seed cotton, and armore general 
employment of round bale presses, 

The value of the crop for 1902 is estimated at 
$501,897,134, making it the second most valuable 
crop of the United States, corn taking first rank 
and wheat third. The value of the raw cotton 


exports for 19002 is given at $290,651,819, giving ‘ 


that article the first place in value in American 
exports. The export price for 1902 was about 1 
cent per pound less than that of 1901. 

The value of the cotton crop of 1902 in the 
States included in ie, Louisiana purchase is 
given at $113,885,044,¥%or more than $5,000,000 
more than the original price paid to’ France for 
that territory, with interest at 2 per cent. com- 
pounded to the present time. 

The rapid development of the cotton seed oil 
industry is represented as annually increasing 
the geneity, of short cotton saved to the com- 
mercial world by the beginning of cotton seed 
for ofl extraction. A canvass of this industry 
has develo; the fact that 530 cotton seed oil 
m operated during the season of 
1902-3, and that they have obtained from the 
peetnnles the growth of 1902 linters amount- 
ing to 223 balea of 500 pounds each,

Representatives of 757 Lodgés 
' Gather in This City. 


Grandmaster Crandall Would Adopt 
Drastic Measure to Obviate a Repe- 
t tition of the “Shang” 


t Draper Episode. 


The one‘hundred and twenty-second an- 
nual Communication of the Grand Lodge of 
Free and Accepted Masons of the State of 
New York was opened yesterday in the 
Grand Lodge Room, Masonic Halli, at 
Twenty-third Street and Sixth Avenue, 
with representatives of 757 Masonic lodges 
with a membership of more than 181,000 
present. 

The officers and members filed into the 
lodge room at 2 P. M. on the sounding of a 
bugle. At their stations were the Grand 
Ledge officers—Grand Master Elbert Cran- 
dall, Deputy Grand Master F. H. Robinson, 
Senior Grand Warden 8S. Nelson Sawyer, 
Junior Grand Warden Charles Smith, Grand 
Secretary E. M. L. Ehlers, Grand Chaplain 
the Rev. George R. Van De Water, and 
Grand Marshal John R. Gardner. The six 
first named will, it was reported on high 
authority, be re-elected to-day. In attend- 
ance were many Past Grand Masters. 


After prayer by the Rev. Dr. Van De 


Water, the singing of the anthem, “ Praise | 


God from Whom all blessings flow,’ the 
* purging ”’ of the lodge, and the usual cer- 
emonial, Grand Master Crandall delivered 
his annual address. In it he dealt with the 
scendal created by the discovery that 
“Shang” Draper had proved that the safe- 
guards surrounding admission to lodge 
membership were inadequate in his obtain- 
ing membership to Deric Lodge. 

Taking up the subject of “ discipline,” 
the Grand Masier spoke as follows in re- 
gard to the adinission to lodges of candi- 
dates of unsavory reputation in general, 
anc particularly to the case of “ Shang”’ 
Draper, who became a member of Doric 
Ia dge: 

“Information came to me that Doric 
Lodge, No. 280, had initiated, passed, and 
raised a candidate of unsavory reputation. 
I caused an investigation to be made, and, 
finding the information furnished me to be 
true, arrested the charter of the lodge and 
G@irected that chsrges be preferred against 
all implicated in the admission of this 
member to our ranks. The trials are now 
in progress, and al! connected with this 
nefarious transaction will undoubtedly have 
meted out to them the punishment they de- 
sel ve. 

“While the investigation in the Doric 
Lodge matter was in progress the newspa- 
pers of the day pointed to the fact that 
other undesirable members had gained ad- 
mission into the fraternity in several other 
lodges. I instructed the Masters of these 
lodges to make a thorough investigation, 
and that if the newspaper statements had 
any foundation in fact to adopt measures 
under the Code of Procedure to rid the fra- 
ternity of the membership of these breth- 
ren, and I have reason to believe that my 
instructions in the matter will be fully car- 
ried out. 

“It is only just for me to say, with ref- 
erence to the Doric Lodge case, that the 
majority of its members were entirely igno- 
rant of the antecedents of the undesirable 
member in question, and I am persuaded 
that to forfeit its charter would be a great 
wrong to the 150 good brethren of that 
lodge. I suggest, therefore, when the roll 
of the lodge has been purged of its un- 
faithful brethren that the Grand Master be 
authorized to restore the charter to those 
members who are entirely innocent of any 
wrongdoing in the matter. 

“The time has come when drastic meas- 
ures must be adopted, and I submit, harsh 
as it may appear, that a brother proposing

GREENWICH, Conn., May 5.—Like a fort 
under siege is the aristocratic EHdgewood 
Inn on the Hills in Rock Ridge Park, Twen- 
ty-five men are in the garrison and sentries 
patrol the grounds. No one is allowed on 
the hotel premises except those who are 
known. The twenty-five men are car- 

penters employed by Contractor Wier. 

They came from New York Sunday night 
for the purpose of finishing the work on 
the improvements and changes in the hotel, 
and were taken there in carryalls.

FEAR BUILDING LOCK-OUT 


Employers Discuss Carpenters’ 
Strike in All-Day Session. 


Contractors So Far Unable to Agree and 
May Have to Take Drastic Step to 
Stop Rival Unions’ Fight. 


The situation in the building trades owing 
to the renewal of the strikes of the carpen- 
ters, was looked on so seriously yesterday 
that mectings of the Executive Committee 
of the various employers of the building 
trades were held all day in the Townsend 
Building, 1,127 Broadway, to discuss the 
new conditions. Just when the building 
season has begun there appears to be a fear 
that a general lockout of all the union 
trades may be considered necessary in or- 
der to stop the fights between rival unions 
which have led to the present deadlock be- 
tween the Brotherhood of Carpenters and 
the Amalgamated Carpenters’ Society. y 

Several new buildings were affected by 
the new strike of the Brotherhood of Car- 
penters against the Amalgamated Carpen- 
ters’ Society. It was learned that some 
buildings which were to be started may be 
delayed indefinitely by the strikes, as the 
contractors may want to wait until the 
atmosphere is clear before beginning work. 
Among these is the new Hotel Brunswick, 
which has not been started yet. 

Theodore Starrett of the Thompson-Star- 
rett Construction Company said yesterday: 

“The new strikes have had the effect 
of tying up a number of other buildings. 
We are just waiting and watching to see 
what is going to happen next. There are 
a great many of our buildings on which the 
begun, but 
there are others on which the strike of the 
carpenters has stopped the work of steam- 
fitters, painters, paper hangers, decorators, 
and a great many others, who are thrown 


idle through no Gesire of their own to be 
brought into the dispute. 

‘There have been informal discussions 
among the general contractors to order a 
general lockout of all the building trades 
until this apparently interminable dispute 
is ended. So far the building contractors 
have not been able to arrive at a uniform 
conclusion. Competition in business has 
been the stumbling block in the way of 
united action. The matter is still under 
consideration.”’ 

Ex-Judge McConnell of the George A. 
Fuller Company said that so far the firm 
Was getting enough carpenters to get along 
with, and that the members of the Amal- 
gamated Carpenters’ Society were at least 
as competent as those of the Brotherhood 
of Carpenters. 

President Buchanan of the Housesmiths. 
Bridgemens and Structural Iror™Workers’ 
Union, suddenly appeared in this city yes- 
terday, and registered at the Ashland 
Hcuse. His visit here was in connection 
with the strike in Philadelphia against the 
George A. Fuller Company. 

At the headquarters of the Brotherhood 
of Carpenters at Bohemia Hall, in East 
Seventy-third Street, there was great jubi- 
lation yesterday because the first strike 
installment of $15,000 had arrived from the 
headquarters of the brotherhood in Phila- 
delphia. The money was distributed pro 
rata among the men under instructions 
from Frank Duffy, the National Secretary, 
who is handling the strike here. 


MARINE ENGINEERS’ STRIKE. 


Employers’ Association Hesitate to 
Agree Upon Arbitration. 


A general meeting of the Association for 
the Protection of the Commerce of the Port 
of New York was held yesterday afternoon 
on the executive floor of the Produce Ex- 
change to consider the situation. F. B. 
Dalzell of the Dalzell Towing Company 
presided, and the proposition of the Civic

STRIKERS’ LEADER IN JAIL. 


Mount Vernon Laborers Make Trouble 
for the Local Police. 


MOUNT VERNON, N. Y., May 56.—Be- 
tween three and four hundred Italian 1la- 
borers, members of the local Dirt Diggers’ 
Union, who have been on strike since last 
week, created a disturbance at Corcoran 
Manor, a suburb of this city, this after- 
noon, and one man was arrested. ‘I'his 
morning the strikers marched to where six- 
ty negroes employed by Contractor Thomas 
BE. Crimmins of New York were at work 
and persuaded them to quit work and join 
the strikers. The negroes, who had taken 
the places of the strikers, were engaged in 
construction work on the Union Electric 
Railway. After they had joined the strikers 
they were taken into the local union, 

The strikers then marched around the 
city and succeeded in getting practically 
most of the laborers to quit work until they 
reached Corcoran Manor, where William 
Archer, a New York builder, had a dozen 
itallans working for him. When the strik- 
ers tried to get these men to go out they 
refused, and a telephone message was sent 
to Police Headquarters. When the first 
detachment of police arrived the strikers 
were quickly dispersed. 

A young man named Louis De Marte, who 
appeared to be a ringleader, was arraigned 
before Judge Bennett and placed under $2 
bail to pogess to-morrow. 

It was learned to-night that Contractor 
Crimmins will bring a gang of workmen 
from New York and put them to work re- 
laying the rails and doing the work of con- 
Struction on the Union Ratlway. 


OMAHA’S LABOR CRISIS. 


All Hope of Peaceable Settiement of the 
Strike There Has Passed. 


OMAHA, Neb., May 5.—Labor difficulties 
are rapidly reaching an acute state, and all 
hope of peaceable séttlement has passed. 
Committees from the Business Men's As- 
sociation and the striking unlons were in 
Session until 1 o'clock this morning, seek- 
Ing to reach an agreement. Several propo- 
sitions were proposed by each side, but all 
were turned down, and now it is settled 
that there will be a fight to a finish. 

The strike of the teamsters and restau- 
rant men is beginning to be felt keenly by 
business interests. Not a ton of coal is be- 
ing delivered, and tne wholesale houses 
are unable to handle their wares to and 
from freight stations. A number of large 
tuildings have been compelled to shut down 
elevator service, several factories are con- 
templating closing down for want of fuel, 
and at the notels the same difficulty is 
being experienced. To add to the serious- 
ness of the situation, the teamsters have 
added a hundred more men to their 
ranks, and the Horseshoers’ Union has 


voted not to shoe horses driven by non- 
union men. 
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CONVICTED OF SELLING POOLS. 


Sanford, Once Dady’s Lieutenant, Found 
Guilty—A_ Result of the Rev. Cort- 
land Myers’s Charges. 


Ex-Assemblyman William L. Sanford, one 
time HNeutenant of Col. Michael J. Dady, 
and who wag appointed to be Under Sheriff 
by Charles A. Guden, who was removed 
from his office by the Governor, was con- 
victed of sélling pools on the races by a 
jury in the County Court before Judge 
Crane late yesterday afternoon. This is 
the first conviction for this offense ob- 
tained in several yéars in Brooklyn, and 
has grown out of charges made by the Rev. 
Cortland Myers, pastor of the Baptist 
Temple,,who declared from the pulpit that 
poolrooms were running in Brooklyn with 
the connivance of the police. Dr. Myers 
appeared before the Grand Jury of Kings 
County and submitted evidence, whereupon 
several indictments were found, the indict- 
ment against Sanford being included. ; 

Sanford was defended by ex-Assistant Cor- 
poration Counsel Yonge, who moved a dis- 
missal of the indictment... This motion was 
oversyleg, Assistant District Attorney Rob- 
ert H. Bilder represented the people and 
called Albert Winters, a private detective, 
who testified that on April 9 last he made 
a bet with Sanford on the result of a horse 
race to be run at Washington, D. C. This 
testimony was corroborated by Charles E. 
O'Connor, another private detective. 

After the summing up, Mr. Yonge asked 
the court to charge that if there had been 
no proof that the race on which the bet was 
made had been run there could be no con- 
viction. This was done, but the jury re- 
tired, and, after deliberating for half an 
hour, returned a verdict of guilty. They 
recommended the defendant to the mercy 
of the court, and Judge Crane permitted 
him to go on his own bond, setting Monday 
next for sentence. , 

Sanford was elected an Assemblyman 
from Brooklyn in 1899. He is about thirty- 
seven years old, and was at one time,a 
broker in Manhattan and Well-to-do. It is 
said that at the time it was charged that 
Guden and Dady had. entered into.a con- 
tract by which Dady was to get all of the 
income of the Sheriff's office, amounting 
to more than $12,000, that Sanford tried 
to get the alleged contract. out of Dady’s 
safe. This story was afterward denied. 


RANGE FINDER TOWER BURNS. 


Serious Loss at Fort Adams, R. I., Due 
to Crossed Electric Wires. 


NEWPORT, R. I., May 5.—The range 
finer tower at Fort Adams was wrecked 
and* its valuable instruments were de- 
+troyed by a fire to-day. The tower was a 
tall structure upon the highest part of the 
reservation, 
pine with heavy armor plate outside for 
projection. The flames ate out nearly all 
of the woodwork, leaving only the iron 


shell. Without this tower or some substi- 
tute the guns at the fort are useless, for 
from it their training fs controlled and their 
firmmg directed. 

Investigation has led to the opinion that 
crossed electric light wires caused the fire. 

The tower was well built and was well 
equipped with instruments. None of the of- 
ficers or the United States Engineer's office 
was prepared to give even approximate fig- 
ures as to the money loss.

WHAT DOES RUSSIA MEAN? 

That was a very good phrase which 
~The London Times used in its leading 

article, which was cabled to us yester- 
day, about the policy of Russia in the 
Far Bast. That was the phrase which 
described the bewilderment of Western 
-Burope and America at the Oriental 
diplomacy of Russia, saying that these 
Russian diplomatic procedures were in- 
comprehensible “to nations which mean 
“what they say and expect others to mean 
~3vhat they say.” 

We particularly commend this expres- 
© sion to the Russian statesmen who are 
; responsible for the recent and mutually 
* @estructive declarations of Russian pol- 
jey in the Far East, and especiaily of 

the Russian policy in Manchuria. It 
really behooves Russia to say what she 
means. She has apparently given “ side” 
assurances to the United States, as a re- 
sult of the continuous protests which, 
ever since Secretary Har took charge of 
the State Department, we have been 
pouring in upon her, that our particular 
interests in Manchuria should not be 
mbridged. But that is not enough. We 
do not esteem it a sufficient equipment 
of a diplomatist that he should be able to 
lie gracefully and effectively. That was 
the ideal of a diplomatist all over Eu- 
rope throughout the whole eighteenth 
century. One supposed that the brutal 
frankness of a Bismarck had made a 
difference before the end of the nine- 
teenth. But one finds it not so. 

Wherefore one hopes that Russia wiil 
be moved to express herself through 
diplomatic channels, man to man, or na- 
tion to nation, and to say what she 
wants and what she means to other na- 
tions, which, in the language of The 
London Times, “ mean what they say 
and expect others to mean what they 
say.” 

Russia has not done so yet. But it is 
to be hoped that some among her states- 
men may be able to see that it is desir- 
able that she should do so now,

THE THIRD TERM TRADITION. 

For reasons it is not necessary to re- 
cite there is at present quite a little dis- 
cussion going on in the press in regard to 
the third term tradition relating to the 
Presidency. As we remarked the other 
day, this tradition is deeply rooted in 
the American mind, and it undoubtedly 
dates from the close of the second term 
of WASHINGTON, who might have had 
another term and did not wish it. His 
refusal was the first precedent in the 
matter, was necessarily the first, and 
the precedent has had much weight. 

It is generally assumed that it was de- 
liberately set by WASHINGTON with a 
distinct consideration of the evil conse- 
quences that a third term might entail, 
and with the purpose of throwing the 
influence of his great name against 
the adoption of such a policy. It is often 
said in discussion that no President can 
possibly attain that which WasnHiIneTon 
for public reasons declined, and that 
even a President as great as he would 
hesitate to countenance the violation of 
the rule laid down by the Father of His 
Country. Probably this construction of 
the action of WASHINGTON is so generally 
accepted and so firmly established in the 
popular imagination that it would be 
controlling as against a third continuous 
term for any President, no matter what 
might be the exigencies that seemed to 
require it. But as a matter of fact the 
assumption that WASHINGTON refused a 
third election because he deemed it a 
dangerous or even an unwise precedent 
to establish is not warranted by his own 
utterances in connection with the matter 
or by the utterances of the various 
friends and statesmén whom he consult- 
ed and whose correspondence on the sub- 
ject has come down to us. On the con- 
trary, there is in this correspondence no 
explicit reference to this phase of the 
question. 

' WasuHINGTON, in his farewell address> 
issued in September, 1796, so far from 
putting any emphasis whatever upon the 
expediency of refusing a third term, ex- 
cused himself from doing so on the 
Bround that he was no longer needed. 
He pointed out that at the close of his 
first term it had been his earnest desire 
to retire, but that he had denied himself 
Phat intensely longed-for relief because 
he felt that the sacrifice was truly de- 
manded of him by the requirements of 
the country. He described the happy 
change in the situation and said: “It 
appears to me proper, especially as it 
may conduce to a more distinct expres- 
sion of the public voice, that I should 
now apprise you of the resolution I 
have formed to decline being considered 
among the number out of whom a choice 
- 4 to be made.” And he added the fol- 
lowing words, which show clearly that it 
was his own satisfaction and not any 
ebligation to the Nation that had deter- 


fe: 
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mined his action: “I rejoice that the 
state of your concerns, external as well 
as internal, no longer renders the pursuit 
of inclination incompatible with the 
sense of duty or propriety.” Plainly the 
idea that it was his duty to refuse a 
third term was not in his mind; he had 


debated only the very different question 


whether duty required him to accept a 
third term. The tradition of a third term 
as @ peril to the Government has its ori- 
gin, then, in a later and different situa- 
tion. 

Probably what contributed more than 
any one other thing to the planting of 
that tradition in the public mind was 
the rapidly increasing intensity of party 
spirit,and the still more rapid growth of 
the place-hunting passion. These had 
progressed to a considerable extent by 
the close of JerrerRson’s second term, 
but the issue was not raised, because 
that eminently able and shrewd states- 
man was only too willing to slip from 
under the tremendous burden which his 
vacillating policy had largely helped to 
bring upon the Federal Government. 
With the second precedent thus estab- 
lished, sustained by the example of 
WASHINGTON, a third continuous term 
became practically impossible. From 
that time forward the evils of partisan- 
ship and of office seeking became more 
threatening. They are still so, but not 
as threatening as they were even twenty 
years since. The Federal service has in- 
creased largely, but a steadily growing 
proportion of it is filled from competi- 
tion and the control of the politicians 
over it is much weaker than formerly. 
Out of 23°,000 persons in the service 
94,000 appointed on competitive 
tests, ‘The remaining 143,000 places, if 
we count them as all subject to party 
dictation, which they are not, would give 
only eight places to each 1,000 of the 


are 


male population of voting age. From 
this it is not to be inferred that the an- 
tipathy of the American people to a third 
continuous term is without reason or 
ought to be dismissed. But it is inter- 
esting to noint out that with the prog- 
ress of the people in numbers and in in- 
telligence the old dangers to free institu- 
to have less rather 
more force. The quite academic discus- 
sion to which we have referred has the 


advantage of bringing out that fact. 
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THE METROPOLITAN CASE. 

The decision of the District Attorney 
that there is no foundation for further 
action on the part of his office in the 
matter of the charges brought by AMORY 
the Metropolitan Company is 
obviously the only one he could reach on 
the report of the ion accountant em- 
ployed to investigate those charges. As 
he points out in his statement, it is not 
his duty to take up a general inquiry into 
the operations of the company, but only 
to sift out the truth as to matters in- 
volving violation of the law. This he has 
done through an entirely competent 
agent, and finds that there has been no 
evidence of any such violation. 

As somewhat larger scope was given 
to the accuser in the proceedings begun 
against the President of the company 
for criminal libel, and those proceedings 
utterly failed, it is feasonable to suppose 
that the attack on the company will now 
cease, or at least, if it is further contin- 
ued, that it will attract no more atten- 
tion from sensible persons. The motive 
of the attack is a matter for inference, 
but the inference that has generally 
been drawn from the known facts is not 
such as to encourage like tactics in con- 
nection with the stock market or for any 
other purpose. 
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THE CARNEGIE ENGINEERING EN- 
DOWMENT. 

The fotusing in a definite and imme- 
diate purpose of a plan which has been 
under consideration for many years, the 
bringing of the great engineering socie- 
ties of the United States under one roof, 
has been made possible by the generosity 
of Mr. ANDREW CARNEGIE in the offer of 
a million dollars for the erection of a 
suitable building. The plan, as tenta- 
tively arranged, provides for the erection 
on West Fortieth Street of a suitable 
house for the Engineers’ Club, and on 
Thirty-ninth Street of a building to ac- 
commodate the offices of the American 
Institute of Mining Engineers, the Amer- 
iean Society of Civil Engineers, the 
American Society of Mechanical Engi- 
neers, the American Institute of Elec- 
trical Engineers, and such other tech- 
nical societies as maintain or require 
permanent headquarters in New York. 
No purpose exists of merging these or- 
ganizations into one great society with 
chapters devoted to the several divisions 
of engineering work. The difficulties in 
the way of such merger would be insu- 
perable, and its disadvantages obvious. 
It should be remembered, however, that 
the memibership of the principal societies 
in the engineering field represents a sys- 
tem of eccentric circles. A few of the 
older members of the Mining Engineers 
constituted the nucleus of the Mechan- 
ical Engineers; both were to some extent 
recruited from the Civil Engineers, and 
all are more or less liberally represented 
in the membership of the Electrical En- 
gineers. In a general way it may be said 
that only the young men specialize with 
any distinctness, and that the older they 
grow in years and professional experi- 
ence the more clearly they will realize 
that to be a successful engineer a man 
needs to know not one art or science but 
to be educated, as Sir Puitip Sripnpy is 
said to have been, “in the whole circle 
of the arts and sciences.” No branch of 
engineering can stand alone. Results of 
value are attained by co-operation and 
co-ordination. 

To the members of several technical 
societies the relatively wide separation of 
their respective headquarters has long 
been an inconvenience, and the fact that 
there has been no common meeting 
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ground for engineers resident in or visit- 
ing New York has been a distinct depri- 
vation. Hach has done what it could to 
accumulate a library, and the need of 
completeness has necessitated a great 
deal of duplication of standard reference 
works, the purchase and housing of 
whieh has entailed heavy cost, while no 
separate library has been so complete 
that volumes special to the others have 
not been needed for reference by the 
members and in the editing of transac- 
tions. In the new headquarters the 
libraries of the societies will be housed 
in adjoining alcoves, with a common in- 
dex and accessible to all members. Much 
duplication may thus be weeded out, and 
a great deal of room saved without dis- 
advantage for new acquisitions by pur- 
chase or bequest. 

The location agreed upon is probably 
the best which could be found on the 
American continent, For the next quar- 
ter of a century at least it will be close 
to the business centre of New, York. It 
is also the centre of the hotel district 
and of everything pertaining to the char- 
acteristic life of the metropolis. It is 
doubtful if any library foundation with 
which Mr. CarneGie’s name is identified 
will ever accomplish as much benefit in 
promoting the progress of the arts-and 
sciences as will result from his uncondi- 
tional and unrestricted offer\of a home 
for engineers. As Mr. JoHN Fritz feel- 
ingly and forcibly says: ‘‘ There is some- 
thing beautiful and encouraging to the 
young men to know that the donor was 
one of us, the same as the young men of 
to-day, struggling for recognition among 
the business men of the country, and, as 
you are, for place in the line of your pro- 
fession.”” Mr. CARNEGIE could not have 
selected a more intelligently appreciative 
body of men to co-operate with, and 
those who heard his speech at the recent 
annual dinner of the American Institute 
of Electrical Engineers, when he told 
how he worked his way up from a job 
in the cellar tending a small motor to a 
place at the key as a telegraph operator, 
will perhaps not find it difficult to un- 
derstand why he experiences pleasure 
in thus prominently identifying himself 
with the profession which has contrib- 
uted so largely to his success. 


LICENSE VS. BLACKMAIL. 
The Tribune published an 
excellent and suggestive news article 
showing the difference between the sta- 
tus of the 


yesterday 


“pushcart men” under an 
honest and under a Tammany municipal 
administration. In Tammany days these 
unfortunate people were the sport and 
also the spoil of the vitiated patrolman, 
who insulted and oppressed them at the 
same time that he was blackmailing 
In these days of an honest mu- 
nicipal administration the pushcart ped- 
dler is compelled to take out and pay for 
the license which the law exacts, and to 
renew this license at the stated times 
and in the proner quarters. But when he 
has once complied with the law of his 
case he finds himself a citizen engaged in 
a lawful occupation, with the rights and 
privileges of that status. He is no long- 
er the prey of greedy and sportive pa- 
trolmen, who can deride him while they 
rob him. 

According to the figures given by The 
Tribune, the of licenses taken 
the pushers of pushcarts has 
risen from about 2,000 under the rule of 
VAN Wrck “graft’’ to more than 
5,000 under the Low administration, and 
all without any visible increase in the 
The differ- 
ence simply is that whereas the whole 
number of pushcart men under Tam- 
many were subject to the caprices of 
every corrupt policeman, from an In- 
spector down to a patrolman, and most 
of them were practicing an unlawful, 
and therefore blackmailable, trade, they 
are now brought “under the protection 
of the law and in the gladsome light of 
jurisprudence.” It is reported that some 
of them consider the necessity of pay- 
ing the statutory license as an additional 
and asonable exaction, in view of 
the fact that they were already paying 
oppressive blackmail: That is not to be 
wondered at. The pushcart men are, for 
the most part, recent immigrants, stran- 
gers to our civilization and our form of 
government, of which things they natu- 
rally and necessarily derive their notions 
from what they personally see and feel 
of them. When they find themselves 
confronted, for the first time, with the 
exactions of the law, they naturally sup- 
pose these to be exactions additional to 
those which they have already suffered, 
instead of being, as the exactions of the 
law are, a release from irregular and 
illegal persecutions. i 

The additional revenue derived from 
an honest enforcement of the law is not 
to be despised or neglected. It is enough, 
without doubt, to reimburse the munici- 
pality for the cost of regulating and su- 
pervising this traffic, which requires an 
unusual amount of regulation and super- 
vision. But that consideration is trifling 
compared with the showing that the ex- 
actions of Tammany were mere robberies 
and that the pushcart man, when he has 
complied with the demands of the law 
that regulates his business, is a free citi- 
sen, with the rights that belong to that 
character. What has thus gone on in the 
pusheart traffic is what has gone on, 
more or less, in every traffic that re- 
quires,a public license, from keeping a 
beer saloon up. And in every one of 
these departments the lesson Is the same. 
What is incredible is that any sane and 
educated New Yorker, in view of the ob- 
ject lessons that are every day put be- 
fore his eyes, and in spite of any objec- 
tions to the contrary which may occur 
to him, should not see that the worst 
and weakest reform administration that 
he can possibly imagine is immeasurably 
preferable, for the Greater New York, to 
any possible Tammany administration, 
which may be described, without too 
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great a stretch of theological language, 
us ‘the reign of devils. :

ST. LOUIS MASTER PLUMBERS’ AS- 
SOCIATION. 

In conformity with a decision of the 
Missouri Court of Appeals, Judge Woop 
of the Circuit Court in St. Louis has 
held that the Master Plumbers’ Associa- 
tion of that city is a conspiracy in re- 
straint of trade and has ordered its dis- 
solution. It required no great intelli- 
gence to discover that, in the case of or- 
ganizations as high-handed and arbi- 
trary as those of the master plumbers 
have become in their effort to protect 
themselves against the competition of 
persons not in their own membership, 
there could not be a very long interval 
between “the bright beginning and the 
bitter end of a halcyon and vociferous 
proceeding.”” The conspiracy began sev- 
eral years ago in the adoption of what 
are known as the Baltimore resolutions, 
Since then the disposition of the annual 
National conventions of master plumbers 
has been to draw the lines tighter and 
tighter, and. to boycott every manufac- 
turer and dealer who would not promise 
compliance with their rules and who 
sold goods to any one not affiliated with 
the local associations existing in their 
markets, The St. Louis case grew out 
of a very usual incident in the manage- 
ment of this trade. A plumber doing 
business in that city who did not belong 
to the association, and for reasons of his 
own did not care to subscribe to its rules, 
found that he could not buy goods in 
his home market and had to go to Chi- 
cago for them. In consequence of this 
disadvantage he lost much business and 
had to give up a number of valugble con- 
tracts. His grievance was substantial, 
and his remedy, while probably not com- 
pensatory, at least puts an end to 
conspiracies of that sort in Missouri, The 
injunction restraining the dealers in 
plumbing supplies from entering into 
agreements of this character is made 
permanent. 

The next step on the part of those 
wronged by the plans of master plumb- 
ers’ associations to drive them out of 
busihess because they will not maintain 
a scale of charges based on Hst prices in 
manufacturers and jobbers’ catalogues, 
will be to bring civil suits for damages 


‘against those from whose organized con- 


spiracies they have suffered substantial 
injury. Suits of this character are now 
pending, and among those made defend- 
ants there is increasing nervousness in 
view of recent decisions which Appellate 
Courts can scarcely ignore. The master 
plumbers have been badly advised from 
the start, and their proceedings have 
been not only at variance with the stat- 
utes of every State, but of the common 
law as well, in that they have been con- 


trary to public policy.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—In explaining the plan for a great 
‘‘people’s palace,"’ Mr. CHARLES SPRAGUE 
Smirn evidently had in mind what he as 
evidently considered the danger that ‘the 
ever-ready Dispenser of Millions would hear 
of the proposition and get his check for 
the amount needed over here before any 
other and better method of raising the 
money could be evolved.. The dread was 
natural, and at least some of us will con- 
sider it commendable. The people for 
whose benefit this ‘‘ palace" is intended 
are accustomed to pay for what they want 
—if they can, and otherwise to go without, 
which last also has its advantages as well 
as its more or less painful features. Of 
course they are not above accepting fa- 
vors of a certain kind when proffered in 
a certain way, but on the whole, bless ’em, 
they prefer to rely on their own resources, 
and they find debts, even of gratitud@ ana 
especially to the living for money, a little 
irksome. ‘“‘My fond hope,” said Mr. 
Smiru, and he had his auditors with him, 
“is that the money to carry out this 
scheme may come from the people. I would 
rather get 100,000 single dollars from 
among ourselves than to get that sum from 
some philanthropist or capitalist,’ and he 
went on to suggest the issuance af stock 
in twenty-dollar shares. If properly ap- 
proached, and with the circumstances fully 
explained to him, perhaps Mr. CARNEGIE 
will consent to relinquish the joy he woulda 
have in building this “‘palace” with not 
a single scratch of the pen, but with as 
many scratches as are required by his 
much-practiced hand to sign a check. The 
approaching and the explaining should be 
done promptly, or else it will be too late— 
and that, really, would be a pity, consid- 
ering the name and the objects of the 
* palace.”’ 


——There is justification, perhaps, for a 
little wonder, somewhat, but not altogether, 
amused, in the fact that we must all get 
our first official information as to the re- 
sults of the new license law through the 
kindness of Senator Piatt in making pub- 
lic a preliminary report sent to him by the 
State Excise Commissioner. Mr. CUuULLI- 
NAN’S Statistics are neither the less inter- 
estifig nor the less important—to those for 
whom they possess either of those quali- 
ties in any degree—because of coming 
through this channel, but that they should 
have come through it at all is certainly 
remarkable. What is the Excise Commis- 
sioner to Senator Piatt or Senator PLatTT 
to him that he should make reports, pre- 
liminary or other, to the Senator concern- 
ing what is clearly and entirely a State 
matter? And why is the Senator any more 
interested in the number and amount 
of the license fees than the _ rest 
of us are? It’s all very queer and 
puzzling, especially .as the Senator 
isn’t “‘running’’ the affairs of the State 
now quite so much as was formerly the 
case, and most of the officials at Albany 
are thoroughly well aware of that fact. 
Some of them mourn over it, and some re- 
joice, but all of them know it, and any 
failure on their part to act according to 
their knowledge is sure to excite uneasy 
questionings in the public mind. On the 
whole, it seems to us that Mr. CULLINAN 
would better give us directly such informa- 
tion as he thinks we need. So will he earn 
more of public gratitude, and emphasize 
the useful supposition that he is alertly 
up with the times, its politics, and its poli- 
ticians.

“ ——<That compound of gross paganism and 
groveling superstition which, with humor 
worthy of the smiling augurs of old, calls 
itself ‘Christian Science," is evidently 
hel@ in neither fear nor favor by the Judges 
of Pennsylvania. The Supreme Court of 
that State, in confirming a lower court's 
emphatic refusal to give the Philadelphia 
Eddyites a charter for the conduct of their 
business, declared that the refusal was 
made in the exercise of a sound ju 
discretion and Justifiea by the

fact that the charter demanded would 
have been used in a way injurious to the 
community. ‘Now, in appealing from the 
first decision the Eddyites explicitly stated 
that if incorporated they would do only 
what they were already doing as indi- 
viduals, and hence does it follow inevitably 
that the present practice of “ Christian 
Science "** is, in the opinion of both the 
lower and the higher court, injurious to 
the community. Further action seems to 
be necessary in these circumstances,,and, 
with the Judges of the State so thoroughly 
enlightened as to the public dangers of: a 
cult that denies the very existence of con- 
tagious and infectious diseases, the result 
of the action can hardly be a matter of 
doubt: Incidentally, it is a little mysterious 
why incorporation is so earnestly desired 
by these deplorable people. It might, in- 
deed, save them from certain individual 
responsibilities, but it would involve others 
that might easily prove to be heavier than 
those avoided. The increased powers and 
privileges that a charter would bring are, 
for such a body, dealing with the class it 
does, neither very definite nor very valua- 
ble. The dupes of Eddyism have as little 
understanding or regard for statute as for 
natural laws, and their pockets can be bled 
as readily without as with the authoriza- 
tion of a State. As that is all the “ heal- 
ers’’ care about, why do they risk such 
rebuffs as that, Just received? They are 
safe only in silence and the dark; the mo- 
ment they come out into the light and 
make a noise somebody is sure to bat them 
over their stupid heads—heads, unfortu- 
nately, that are too nearly solid to receive 
much of an impression, even when the bat- 
ting, as in this case, has been particularly 
severe, 


——What looks very much like a substi- 
tute for the slave pension scheme as a 
means of turning negro ignorance into 
money has been revealed by a letter re- 
cently received by WILLIAM PICKENs, the 
colored Yale student who delivered the 
notable contribution, to the debate on Haiti. 
The letter is from ohne L. N. MusGrove of 
Sturgis, Ky., and its writer, as Secretary 
of a society named the Sons of Freedom, 
proposes that Mr, PicKENs take part in the 
organization and equipment of an army 
here for the purpose of capturing Haiti 
and setting up there a new Government by 
American negroes! And a most peculiar 
Government, too, it will be if the plans 
outlined are carried out. While republican 
in form, it is to be administered as a great 
corporation, with every citizen a stockhold- 
er. All land titles and franchises are to 
vest in the State, and if this latest brand 
of Utopia produces any criminals they are 
to be set adrift in well-provisioned boats 
to make their way—if they can—to other 
shores. Agriculture and manufacturing 
are to be encouraged, schools established, 
and perfect liberty assured to all—to all, 
that is, who will obey the rules and do what 
they are told. In return for his co-opera- 
tion, Mr. PicKENs is told that perhaps he 
will be made President of the society, and 
meanwhile he is to deliver lectures and 
raise money for the purchase of arms and 
battleships and the payment of salaries, in- 
cluding his own. This is certainly a noble 
scheme—for some purposes. Somebody 
ought to investigate the purposes.

PAYNE SAYS POSTAL 
INQUIRY WAS INTENDED 


At His Request Appropriation for It 
Was Made by Congress. 


He Writes to ex-Cashier Tulloch, Ask- 
ing Him for Proofs in His Hands 
of Charges He Made. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 5.—There were two 
interesting developments in the Post Office 
investigation to-day. One was the admis- 
sion by Postmaster General Payne that 
early last Winter an agreement was 
reached to, investigate the affairs of the 
department. The second was the dispatch 
of a letter to Seymour W. Tulloch, the ex- 
cashier of the Washington City Post Office, 
who made charges of irregularities there, 
asking“him to submit all the evidence of 
these in his possession. 

Postmaster General Payne, whose admis- 
sion caused some surprise, said that he 
had a conference last December with=Mr. 
Loud, the Chairman of the House Post 
Office Committee, and that at his request 
Mr. Loud inserted in the Post Office Appro- 
priation bill an increase of the usual appro- 
priation for the miscellaneous expenses of 
the Postmaster General from $1,000 to 
$6,000 for the express purpose of investi- 
gating the jcharges that have been made 
against prominent officials of the depart- 
ment. Mr. Payne explained that he did not 
mention the matter before because he had 
fergotten all about the circumstances, and, 
in fact, had not been impressed with the 
importance of publishing the fact that an 
investigation had been intended as early 
as the time mentioned. ‘ 

It was three or four weeks after the con- 
ference between Mr. Payne and Mr. Loud 
oceurred that the first attacks on certain 
officiais were made in a Washington paper, 
and it was several months before the press 
generally took up the matters charged and 
demanded a thorough investigation. Mr. 
Payne's announcement indicates that he 
suspected last year that the business meth- 
ods of the department were not what he 
wished them to be, and he intended to in- 
stitute a thorough housecleaning process. 

It is asserted that, in order to avoid the 
interference of members of Congress, it 
was held to be wise not to begin the inves- 


tigation until after the adjournment of that |

Mr. Payne read to the group of newspaper 
men who/called on him this afternoon the 
letter which he has written to Mr. Tulloch 
and which he did not wish to give out for 
publication. He asked Mr. Tulloch to do 
him and the department the favor to pro- 
duce all evidence in his possession or 
knowledge bearing on the subjects now 
under investigation and to make the fullest 
presentation of the case possible either by 
documents or by his own testimony. 

The Postmaster General said that he had 
received all but one of the replies to the 
four letters which he had written in regard 
to the charge made by Mr. Tulloch that 
the investigation of the Washington City 
Post Office by Thomas W. Gilmer under 
the direction of the Controller of the Treas- 
ury, Robert J. Tracewell, had been “ called 
off.” He would not, however, make them 
public, he said, until he had received all of 
the replies. 

A suspicion arose to-day that a long con- 
ference which Representative Babcock of 
Wisconsin had with the Postmaster Gen- 
eral this afternoon had a good deal to do 
with the Post Office scandal. Mr. Payne 
denied that the scandal was discussed. He 
sald the conference related to mutual in- 
terest in a private business enterprise in 
Wisconsin. : } 

Ex-Representative Loud of California vis- 
ited the department again to-day. Mr. 
Loud’s selection as a delegate to represent 
the United States at the new sexennial In- 
ternational Postal Congress is assured. The 
congress will meet next year in Rome. This 
congress meets once every six years, and 
the last Post Office Appropriation bill con- 
tained an item of $7,500 to pay the expenses 
of the American representatives. The word- 
ing of the item is such that one or more 
representatives may be sent, and it is prob- 
able that Capt. Brooks, Superintendent of 
Foreign Mails, may also be selected to at- 
tend the congress. 


NO REVOLT AGAINST CANAL. 


Herran Says There Is a Liar in Kings- 
ton and All’s Quiet in Colombia. 
Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, May 5.—Dr. Herran, Co- 
lombia’s Chargé d@’Affaires here, places lit- 
tle confidence in the 
from Jamaica which state that the canal 
has been made a political issue and that in- 
habitants of the Isthmus are planning a 
revolt with a view of defeating the canal 
treaty. Speaking of the Jamaica reports, 
Dr. Herran declared to-day that dispatches 
from Kingston are always highly colored 


and frequently utterly unreliable, and that 
the man who inspires the reports about the 
canal was at one time engaged in a revo- 
lutionary movement against Colombia and 
thrown into jail. Since his release this 
man has devoted much of his time to the 
invention and circulation of stories injuri- 
ous to the Government. 

Dr. Herran has no information concerning 
anv revolutionary movement and does not 
believe that the rumors of the Isthmian 
uprising have any foundation. He 
that the number of people who would profit 
directly by the building of the canal is 
small as compared with the entire popula- 
tion of the republic, and that a revolution 
would be unsuccessful. It might, however, 
continue for a long time, since the country 
south of the canal route is a widerness 
through which there are no roads, and 
would afford a fine refuge for revolution- 
ists, 


ALASKA BOUNDARY DISPUTE. 


WASHINGTON, May 5.—The strongest 
point in the American case in the Alaskan 
boundary dispute, which was recently de- 
livered to the British Ambassador, is the 
communication of the Russian Ambassa- 
dor to the British King when the ratifi- 
cations of the Russo-English treaty were 
exchanged in .1825. it is a part of the 
record of the American case that the Am- 
bassador was instructed by ine Russian 
Government to inform the King that the 
Russians interpreted the clause relating 
to ten marine leagues to mean that the 
distance should not be less than ten 
marine leagues from the _ sea. It is 
shown’ by a report of the Ambassador 
that he delivered this instruction to the 
King and that the contention of Russia 
at that time was not disputed until ten 
years ago. The fact that there was no 
contention over the boundary, and that this 
interpretation of Russia was communicated 
to the British Government is believed by 
the American counsel to make,a strong 
legal point in favor of the Ameritan claim, 


CHANGES IN THE NAVY. 

WASHINGTON, May 5.—The Navy De- 
partment announced to-day that Rear Ad- 
miral Higginson will relieve Rear Admiral 
Terry as Commandant at the Washington 
Navy Yard July 1. The latter’s future as- 
signment has not yet been decided. 

Rear Admiral Wise will raise his flag 
over the training ship squadron in Hamp- 
ton Roads about June 1, and Rear Admiral 
Sands will raise his flag over the coast 
squadron about May 20. 

The Navy Department decided to-day to 
assign the Baltimore and Nashville to Rear 
Admiral Coghlan’s Caribbean squadron to 
relieve the San Francisgo and Marietta. 
The former will go to the European Squad- 
ron and the latter out of commission. The 
President's yacht, the Mayflower, will be 
sent to the Azores as tender to the battle- 
ship squadron.

It is almost five years since 
“ Othello” was last played in New York 
by the McLean-Tyler-Hanford combina- 
tion, and then it was particularly well 
played. It would not be beyond belief if it 
were not viayed again for another five 
Years, or. better, for another five-and- 
twenty. The present opportunity is obvi- 
cusly one not to be missed. 

Mr. Creston Clarke, whose Hamlet was 
seen early last seascn, was starred as Iago. 
He had a pleasing form, an appropriately 
sinister look, and read his lines with un- 
derstanding. His conception of the part 
Was not as deep as a well nor as wide as 
a church door, but it served. His Iago was, 
it is true, without the flaring of diabolic 
passion, and the gleams coruscating men- 
tality that made him a virtuoso of malice; 
but to say this is only to say that it lacked 
the authentic touch of genius. 

Mr. Clarke's shortcomings on another side 
‘were of a kind more easily remedied. Edwin 
Booth, whose kinsman Mr. Clarke is said 
to be, is reported to have once remarked 
that Iago is a part for a light comedian. 
Perhaps it would be more exact to say 
that as Othello is a heavy tragedian, so 
Iago is a light villain. His part should 
have an enlivening effect on the audience, 
and, in fact, frequently make them laugh, 
There are times at the Murray Hill when 
Mr. Clarke seems to be purposely avoiding 
@ laugh. Thus, while he is involving his 
lord in a mesh of double-dyed villainies, 
concealing his purpose the while in hypoc- 
risies twice compounded, Othello suddenly 
calls him honest Iago. ‘The irony of the 
situation is manifest, and here and there 
throughout the audience ingenuous people 
ee an inclination to laugh. Instead of 
etting the point make itself, Mr. Clarke 
s0 conducts himself as to blanket the 
jJaugh, and he does this as often as he 
scents levity in the house. Does it ever oc- 
cur to him that in conserving what he per- 
haps regards as his dignity he is plac 
let y he is placing 
et and hindrance upon his author? 

The laws of dramatic light and shade, as 

racticed by the Elizabethans, require that 

ei ere and terrible moods of Othello 
& a be set off by the light and accom- 
plished deviltries of his ensign. In this 
case of Iago, moreover, we have an au- 
thoritative tradition, more significant than 
the case of any other great Shake- 
spearean part, to the effect that this con- 
trast was in fact effected on the stage. At 
the time of the Restoration, well within the 
century of Shakespeare's death, when the 
traditions of the elder theatre were still 
alive and current, a worthy put down what 
he had heard in black and white. The fact 
he had heard was that on the elder stage 
dago was played as a comic part. The rea- 
son he alleges shows the bias of the men 
of the Restoration. It was so played, said 
the worthy, because the audiences of that 
time bad not learned to endure that an en- 
tire piece should be tragic. In a word, 
their master tragedian was Shakespeare 
and not Sophocles. The reason is of course 
@ part of the false classicism that had been 
so lately imported from France: but the 
fact is on record, and nowadays we are 
able to give it its full value. Let no actor 
who respects Shakespeare be afraid to light- 
em up the performance of “‘ Othello” with 
as much grim and ironic laughter as can 
be got out of Iago. 

The Othello of Mr. Edwin Holt was ro- 
bust and rich in vocal strength. It had 
moments in which it rose far above Mr. 
Clarke’s Iago. But in the final catastro- 

he Mr. Hoit lost his grip on his audience. 

ne reason for this was of course that he 
lacks the necessary volcano of passions 
that rend his clay and flame to heaven in 
this scene. Of elmost equal importance is 
the fact that he takes the scene far too 
slowly. Such scenes move with the rush of 
the mighty forces of nature—or they do not 
move at all. 

As Desdemona Laura Hope Crews is not 
et her best; but her accomplishment as an 
actress of varied training stands her in 
good stead and carries her well through 
scenes where an actress with much more 
special aptitude might fail. The Emelia is 
not named on the programme, but fn times 
—— before fortune went soldiering, she 

as been, often. As Roderigo, George Hen- 
ry Trader hit the humor of the part ad- 


. mirably, and did much to make up for the 


lack of unction in Iago. 

If the cast as a whole lacked the pro- 
verbial fiashes of lightning they also es- 
caped the pitfalls of bathos. It was a per- 
formance well worth seeing in these lean 
Shakespearean years.

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


‘Stocks irregular. 


Money easy, 2@2% per cent. 

The list of price changes in the stocks 
active yesterday showed an advance of 
2% for Reading second preferred. Other 
chianges representative of the market 
were fractional in range, and about 
equally. divided between advances and 
declines. There was-a fair volume of 
business, but it was professional in char- 
acter, and hopeful in tone. There is lit- 
tle profit in discussing why specific 
stocks change an eighth or so. Such 
movements are inevitable if there is to 
be any trading at all. The point of real 
interest for Wall Street as a whole is 
why the entire list is so nearly in a state 
of dead-lock or equilibrium. The ex- 
planation seems to be that the lambs 
have been scared out of independent 
hope or judgment about what is going to 
happen in the money market next har- 
vest season, and that the old rams, al- 
though they have as yet kept their 
fleeces, find them so water-soaked that 
they are unable to give a clear lead to 
those who are confused by conflicting 
news. 

For example, the crop news is tan- 
talizing and will continue so. The field 
is so broad that the truth from one sec- 
tion is false as to another, and the re- 
ports from either are necessarily in lan- 
guage susceptible to separate construc- 
tion according to individual taste or 
judgment. ‘Even reports of earnings ex- 
pressed in precise figures are viewable 
from different standpoints. But imagine 
that they were expressed in terms used 
about the crops; suppose it were said 
that earnings had @scaped “‘ material de- 
crease,” or the outlook for an increase 
for net was “very promising.”” This 
the language used in the official report 
regarding the Winter wheat crop, and it 
is as @xact as the case admits, but it 
leaves the entire subject open until har- 
vest time. There is thus provided a new 
mystery whose clue is best sought not in 
the crop news but in the* price market. 
The crop experts may very well speak 
either honestly or misleadingly for pub- 
lication, but their real judgment will be 
best epitomized in the price of the com- 
modities and the roads which 
them. As yet prices of produce or prod- 
uce carriers reflect only moderate dis- 
turbance from this cause. Piling detail 
upon detail would confuse rather than 
clarify. 

Intelligence now arriving regarding the 
Transvaal loan has an importance dis- 
proportionate to any probability regard- 
ing local subscriptions. The recent ex- 
perience here with consols is not favor- 
able to its repetition upon any large 
scale. Neither do we want consols, 
does London wish us to have them 
quantities sufficing to disturb its mar- 
ket inconveniently. The significance to 
us is that the floating of the loan is 
equivalent to taking down the danger 
signal by the best-qualified observers. 
The London money market, which has 
been artificially strengthened, is now to 
be similarly eased, with beneficial] reflex 
influence upon ourselves. The gold 
which has been accumulated is to be re- 
leased, the money rate reduced, and 
hopefulness to be encouraged. Senti- 
ment is an important market influence, 
and it cannot be kept in compartments. 
When the London market is prepared for 
consols it is also improved for Ameri- 
cans, and when the lowering of the Bank 
rate eases the British money market 
there is a weakening of the transatlantic 
attraction for our gold. Yesterday our 
rates were a trifle more favorable to 
shipments, but the strength at Paris was 
unfavorable to shipments by that route. 
Our own monetary situation enables us 
to spare specie, as yesterday’s develop- 
ments were along recent favorable lines. 
The turn of the month having passed, 
disbursements of accumulations for May 
Day payments are in order, and remit- 
tances by the interior here in payment 
fer goods imported via New York wil!l 
recoup the banks for customs paid oui 
or this account. There is therefore no 
need for anxiety in any practical sense, 
but there are academic questions of in- 
terest and importance.

though money is rightly worth more in 
the United States than in the United 
Kingdom. Senators who are to provide a 
bill for the action of Congress might 
well consider these phenomena, but there 
is neither sign nor hope that they will 
do anything of the kind.

AMORY DISSATISFIED 
WITH JEROME’S ACT | 


Maladministration Charges Not 
Covered, He Says. 


Philbin’s Contemplated Civil Proceed- 
ings Not to be Affected by Dismis- 


of Criminal Charges 
Against Metropolitan. 


That proceedings against the Metropolitan 
Street Railway Company on the charges 
made against the corporation by William N. 
Aiiory will not be allowed to rest after the 
exonerating report made by District At- 
torney Jerome was evidenced yesterday. 
Although the District Attorney asserted 
that so far as the specific charges made 
against the corporation by Mr. Amory were 
concerned there would be no criminal pro- 
ceedings, he said that he admitted that 
Expert Teele’s investigations had covered 
simply those phases of the Metropolitan's 
business as were specifically treated in Mr. 
Amory’s charges, and that the District At- 
torney’s office was ready to consider any 
further specific charges that were submit- 
ted against the railroad company. 

It was stated reliable authority that 
this statement of the District Attorney 
regarded as a challenge, and will be 
cepted at once. It is said that new charges 
claiming violation of the criminal statutes 
by officials of the Metropolitan Company 
would be formulated forthwith. 

S. Stanwood Menken of the law firm of 
Philbin, Beekman & Menken called at the 
Criminal Court Building yesterday after- 
noon and held an hour’s conference witH the 
District Attorney. Mr. Philbin said later 
that Mr. Jerome's dismissal, of the crim- 
inal charges brought by Amory would not 
affect-the civil proceedings now contem- 
plated against the Metropolitan. 

““It may be a week or ten days before 
We are ready to move in the civil side of 
the investigation against the Metropolitan, 
said Mr. Philbin. 
Mr. Amory made 

which he asserted that Expert Teele’s 
report did not cover a single one of the 
charges of maladministration. which had 
been made against the Metropolitan Com- 
pany. 

“Such charges,’’ said Mr. Amory, “are 
practically all included under the five sub- 
jects which Mr. Jerome states were not 
generally investigated by Mr. Teele. 

“It will be: interesting to compare 
generai charges now pending against the 
campany, With Mr. Jerome's statement of 
omissions quoted this morning, whereby it 
will be observed that every one of these 
vital charges, actually constituting the 
whole case against the company, has been 
carefully avoided by the accountant.

1. That unearned or unlawful dividends ha 
been paid by the company. 

2. That investments have been wrongfully 
overvalued to the extent of millions of dollars 

3+. That false statements have been made in 
construction account, and that by such means 
millions of dollars have been unlawfully ex-

4. Thac with intent to defraud the 
the company have been falsified. 

5. That deliberate fraud was 
through the Interurban lease. 

6. That not less than $30,000,000

“{c) The reports of the Metropolitan Street 
Railway Campany to the Railroad Commission- 
ers are not full and complete statements of their 
financial conditien. 

“ This, read in connection with Mr. Teele’s full 
report, means that their methods of making their 
quarterly and annual statements are faulty and 
are properly the subject of criticism from the 
standpoint of corporate accountings, but his in- 
vestigation has clearly shown that it is the 
method that is at fault. 

“Mr. Teele’s language clearly brings the 
officers of the company within the liabili- 
ties of Section 611 of the Penal Code. There 
is no escape from this conclusion. 

“Specific charges of the gravest nature, 
twelve in number, have been made against 
the company in court and have been sent 
to the officers of the company for explana- 
tion by a lawyer of the highest standing in 
the community. Most of these charges are 
totally ignored by the District Attorney’s 
accountant, while the few that have been 
noticed have been dismissed without any 
explanation which explains.”

MuGHT TO PLEAD Usury.—The complaint 
in an action brought by C. W. Garris, as 
executor of Wiley Smoak, against C. W. 
Thomas, alleged that a certain paper, pur- 
porting to be a deed of conveyance, was, 
in fact, a mortgage; that the paper was 
given by plaintiff's testator to secure the 
payment of $203 which he had borrowed 
f:cm F. W. Fairy in 1881; that the loan 
had long ago been paid in full, the mort- 
gegee having received $550.50 in interest 
a: the usurious rate of 12 per cent. The 
instrument sued on came into the hands of 
the defendant by assignment. A finding of 
the Circuit Court of South Carolina that 
the deed was in fact a mortgage has been 
affirmed by the Supreme Court of that 
State. Chief Justice Pope, in giving the 
appellate court's opinion, held; however, 
that Smoak’s executor could not avail him- 
scif of the plea of usury. ‘* While it is the 
privilege of a debtor himself to charge 
usury,’ said the Chief Justice, “‘ vet the 
liiw which denounces usury makes the pun- 
ishment a penalty which is personal .o 
the debtor, and does not survive to his as- 
signee or personal representative.”

Paytnc License Taxes.—The Standard 
Oil Company has been successful in a suit 
brought by it against the City of Spartan- 
burg to be relieved of a license fee paid 
“for the privelge of doing business in that 
city, under an ordinance providing that 
“any merchant or merchandise broker, 
dealer in oils or agents for oil companies, 
or other persons receiving illuminating or 
lubricating oils, either in carloads or 
than carloads, and selling and reshipping 
the same in quantities of fifty gallons and 
upward, shall pay a license of $250 per 
annum, provided this license shall not ap- 
ply to merchants and dealers handling oils 
on which the license has been paid.’’ The 
Supreme Court of South Carolina, revers- 
ing the Circuit Court of that State, holds 
that the exemption embodied in the pro- 
vision that “ this license shall not apply to 
merchanis and dealers handling oils on 
which the license has been paid” was in- 
tended as a mere favor to those included 
within the classification, and was there- 
fore unconstitutional. The court also holds, 
however, that the ordinance is not uncon- 
stitutional as being discrimindtive, in that 
it fails to make a reasonable classification 
of other vocations of like character with 
that of the plaintiff and impose a license 
tax thereon. The court said, in part: 
“The exemption from payment of the 
license tax was not intended for the bene- 
fit of the municipality, for the tendency of 
the classification was to lessen its revenues. 
Nor was the exemption in any sense an en- 
eouragement to commerce, for the mer- 
chants and dealers under this classification 
conducted their business in no respect dif- 
ferently from those who paid the license 
tax.”

The first count showed only 
thirty-nine against it, but Alderman Coggey 
changed his affirmation to a vote against 
and the franchise was lost. It can only 
come up again as new matter sent from 
the Board of Estimate to the Aldermen.

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SOLVING OF GARBAGE PROBLEM 


Householders to Receive Specific In- 
structions as to the Separation 
of Waste Matter. 


Another step in the carrying out of Com- 
missioner Woodbury’s plan for the solution 
of the garbage problem will be taken to- 
day, when department employes, with po- 
licemen, will visit every building in the 
city ‘where garbage is collected, and dis- 
tribute cards bearing the new rules rela- 
tive to ‘“‘ primary ’’ separation. Under these 
rules; which call for an enlargement of the 
system that has been in force since Col. 
Wariing's time, refuse will be divided into 


three classes, as follows: Matter put into 
gurbage rec2pjacles, matter put into ash 
recejitucles, and matter put into rubbish 
bundles, 

The new rules are explicit and will be 
strictly enforced under the superintendence 
of Inspector Shanton oz the Street Cleaning 
Department. Under the head of matter for 
the garbage receptacles comes kitchen or 
table waste, vegetables of all kinds, meats, 
bones, and fat; in the ash receptacles must 
go all ashes, sawdust, floor sweepings, and 
street sweepings, broken lass, broken 
erockery, oyster and clam shells, and tin 
cans. ther matter, including bottles, pa- 
per, and pasteboard, rags, mattresses, and 
carpets, &c., from households, must be 
done up in bundles and kept indoors, the 
display of a sign ‘“‘P. & R.” calling atten- 
tion of the collectors. 

With these rules, another will be enforced 
forbidding the use of leaky receptacles for 
putting out garbage coming under the first 
head, and a second rule forbidding any 
kind of refuse matter.from being thrown 
into the street.
